'Antiseptic9 Housing Trend Attitude Hit 


"I've got mine and the hell with you." 
That is how Rolling Meadows devel- 


oper Albert Riley characterized the typi- 
cal suburb reacting to plans for a devel- 
opment containing anything other than 
.single-family homes. 


It is a cynical attitude, on the part of 


municipal government, Riley said, in 
which a single-family home is acceptable 
and "anything else is foreign and not ac- 
ceptable." 


Riley, chairman of The Institute of En- 


vironmental Design created by the Na- 
tional Association of Home Builders, 
spoke about housing trends at Tuesday 
night's meeting of the Palatine Plan 
Commission. 


Riley accused cities and villages of 


doing a "mediocre" job of planning com- 
m u n i t i e s . What has happened, he 
claimed, a that local officials have 
"created an antiseptic quality" in sur- 
burban communities. 


BUT THERE are some interesting and 


"disquieting" trends that may change 
this, he said. 


Foremost among those trends, he said, 


is the change in the age mix of the popu- 
lation. The largest change will be the 
growth of the young adult population. 


Between 1968 and 1980, he said, the 


population between the ages of 20 to 44 
will grow by 18.3 million people or 46 per 
cent. 


The young middle age group, con- 


sisting of those aged 35 to 49 wUl grow 
about one per cent or for all practical 
purposes will remain static. This is the 
group that housing in the suburbs has so 
far taken care of. 


THE AGE GROUP from 50 to 64, he 


said, will grow 13 per cent in that per- 
iod and the group-of those 65 and over 
will grow 22 per cent. 


Riley characterized the growth of the 


young adult population as "a tremendous 
increase" and that of the older middle 
age group as a "substantial" increase. 


"The housing needs" for these two 


groups, he declared, has not registered 
on the builders. 


Out of this population growth, he pre- 


dicted a confrontation between the young 
and the old and the affluent and "the not 
so affluent." 


Because of increasing 
construction 


costs, he said, "a large number of people 
have been frozen out of the housing mar- 
ket." These include the young, the elder- 
ly, and the poor who he characterized as 
not the destitute but "the 
acceptable 


middle income people who can't afford" 


• housing. 


RILEY PREDICTED suburban com- 


munties will see the movement of the 
federal government into the housing situ- 
ation with "a committment to house ev- 
erybody." 


Suits brought by the National Com- 


mittee against Discrimination of Hous- 


ing, have resulted in large lot zoning ex- 
cluding apartments being declared ille- 
gal as "exclusionary and biased," he 
said. 


The only vacant land for housing, he 


said, is in the suburbs and there will be 
fewer single family dwellings built and 
more multi-family dwellings. 


The market is going to change, he pre- 


dicted and developers will have to build 
in volume utilizing mechanized construc- 
tion to lower the on site construction 
costs. 


RILEY SAID he felt there would be a 


growth in the use of mobile homes to 
meet housing needs. Regarding mobile 
homes, he said, "a lot of the fears are 
groundless." What is needed, he said, "is 


more factual analysis" so we don't 
shoot at shadows.' 


But, he added, he was "scared to death 


of the long term implications," men- 
tioning the possibility that the landscape 
could be Uttered with rusting mobile 
home hulks similar to the way junk cars 
litter the countryside now. 


Riley said the "planned development 


concept" offers a municipality the way 
to do something about insuring a proper 
environment to meet furutre housing 
needs. 


Working with a developer, and elimi- 


nating some of what he called the "arbi- 
traryness" of building codes, should give 
a municipality a "superior project," he 
said.

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Panel: Deny Nursing Home 


The Palatine Plan Commission decided 


Tuesday night to recommend denial of a 
special use permit which would allow 
construction of a nursing home at Illinois 
Avenue and Quentin Road. 


Four 
Seasons Nursing Centers of 


America is seeking the permit to build a 
$1.4 million, 200-bed facility on a 4% acre 
site north of the intersection. 


The commission voted 4 to 2 to deny 


the request. In passing the motion to 
deny, the commission said it felt the 
nursing home would be a "spot com- 
mercial use in a residential area" and no 
need was proven for additional nursing 
home beds in the area. 


The commission also noted that it 


thought that a nursing home more prop- 
erly belongs in or adjacent to a multi- 
family zoned district. 


THE AREA for which the home is 


proposed, now has a single family resi- 
dential zoning classification. 


In dissenting from the majority report, 


Commission member Mrs. Irene Fremon 
said that there was a need for a nursing 
home in the area and that it was a prop- 
er use in a residentially zoned area. 


The commission's report now goes to 


the village board for action. 


Residents of the Hunting Ridge subdi- 


vision have opposed the nursing home 
because they claim it is not in keeping 
with the residential character of the 


neighborhood. 


DURING THE past 16 months the resi- 


dents, proponents of the nursing center 
and attorneys have debated the value of 
the facility in court, and in front of the 
village board and the plan commission. 


In March the Circuit Court issued a 


permanent restraining order and de- 
manded that the nursing center remov • 
its building materials from the site. 


That action was a result of a suit 


brought by the Hunting Ridge 
homo 


owners who claimed the nursing home 
could not be built because home offi 
cials did not have a valid special use per 
mit. 


RICHARD MUGALIAN, a local attor- 


ney who represented the homeowners, 
said when the suit was filed that there 
was not public zoning hearing held to 
support the special use zoning granted 
Nov. 10 by the village board. 


Before Nov. 10. annexation of the land 


into the village had been approved on 
first reading, defeated on second read- 
ing, reconsidered and approved and then 
repealed on a legal technicality. 


Last year the plan commission recom- 


mended that the village not annex the 
site, giving anticipated traffic problems 
and spot zoning as its reasons. 


The court, however, ruled that the an- 


nexation was valid but the special use 
zoning was not.

Almost 400 eighth grade students in 


Rolling Meadows last week learned 
simple banking procedures from Mrs. 
Wanda Mallow, assistant cashier at the 
Palatine National Bank. 


Mrs. Mallow told students how to open 


a checking account, how to write and en- 
dorse checks and how to balance a 
checkbook and read a bank statement. 


She told the students that during the 


"frontier days," woodpecker scalps and 
beaver skins were used as a sort of cur- 
rency when traders went to their local 
trading posts to buy coffee and flour. 


"Money" she told them, "is anything 


commonly accepted in exchange for oth- 
er goods." 


"And a check," she explained "is a let- 


ter of direction to a bank where a fund is 


on deposit by an individual." 


MRS. MALLOW ALSO told the eighth- 


graders how the dollar sign ($) was de- 
rived. "In the 1800s, when people wrote 
about amounts of money they wrote U.S. 
dollars. When life got going at a faster 
pace, they dropped the 'word, dollars. 
Then they decided to make the designa- 
tion still easier so they combined the U 
and the S and made it $." 


Tax Rebate Change: 4To Early To TelF 


Palatine Finance Director 
William 


Hibner said yesterday it is too early to 
tell what legislation reducing the amount 
of state income tax disbursements to mu- 
nicipalities will mean to the village. 


Hibner said trio municipality has been 


receiving state income tax funds for less 
than a year and there has not been 
enough time for a disbursement pattern 
to be established. 


The village estimates that it will col- 


lect $150,000 for fiscal 1970. This esti- 
mate, Hibner said, was based on a $6 per 
capita figure and an estimated popu- 
lation of $25.000. 


The tax receipts, he said, have been 


"erratic" in the seven months since the 
village has received state disbursements. 


The following is a list of village income 


from the income tax by month: Septem- 


ber, 1969, $457.59; Oct. 1969, $15,549;No- 
vember 1969, $6,105; December 1969, 
$13,954; January 1970,' $12,888; February 
1970, $6,710; March, 1970, $17,687; April, 
1970, $12,939. A total of $86,293.32 has 
been received, Hibner said. 


L'NDER THE 1969 Illinois-Income Tax, 


one-twelfth of the revenue collected by 
the state was reimbursed to municipal- 
ities and counties. The amount reim- 
bursed was based on one-twelfth of the

state's gross receipts on the income tax. 


The new legislation changes the base 


from the gross receipts to the net 
receipts, which means the one-twelfth 
figure will be based on revenue available 
after tax refunds are made, rather than 
before. 


State Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R-ArMngton Heights, said the legislation 
will reduce the state's income tax reim- 
bursement to local municipalities and 
counties by about $5 million. 


He said the $5 million which will be 


withheld from municipalities and coun- 
ties, plus an additional $3 million from 
other tax sources, will be distributed to 
the special taxing districts which have 
suffered a decline in assessed valuation 
due to changes in tax laws in recent 
years.

month, retention basins were not shown. 


Village Trustee Clayton W. Brown said 


that since the building is being construct- 
ed on a flood plain some provision must 
be made for the retention of water which 
is being disrupted by the construction. 


In February, the village told John J. 


Wightman, NSSEO executive director, 
the access to the 13-acre site should be 
off Plum Grove Road. 


NSSEO, without revising its plans, 


broke ground for the building in April. 


Village officials wanted the acces:. 


chanted in order to avoid traffic con- 
gestion in a subdivision near the school. 
The village board also was not enthusias- 
tic about cutting the Glade Road median 
strip by about 40 feet so school buses 
could turn into the scnool. 


The one-story, 65,000-square-foot Devel- 


opmental Training Center and NSSEO of- 
fice is slated to be ready for use by Sep- 


tember, 1971. About 300 students will at- 
tend the school when the two phase proj- 
ect is completed. 


THE CENTER will serve trainable 


mentally handicapped pupils from ages 
five through 21. In addition, the multiple 
handicapped retarded 
also 
will be 


served. The program will be developed 
for the instruction and training of those 
who are unable to function in public 
school settings. 


These include the severely physical!;, 


handicapped, the more severely visurl'- 
handicapped and the more severly hear- 
ing impaird. 


Ten school districts are financing the 


facility under the supervision of NSSEO.

lated economic conditions of employ- 
ment, grievance procedures, negotiating 
procedures and working conditions. 


Because of a mutual agreement be- 


tween the negotiating parties, no infor- 
mation concerning salary ranges has 
been made public at this time. 


Chapman, however, did indicate that 


Dist. 211 teachers would not be asking 
for as much of an increase as Dist. 15 
teachers have. Dist. 15's proposed salary 
schedule ranges from $7,500 starting pay 
to $16,000 for teachers with 15 years ex- 
perience and a master's degree. 


RIGHTS WAS another major area of 


the agreement. The board and associ- 
ation have formally established that they 
will continue to not discriminate against 
teachers. 


Teacher's rights are based upon the 


Code of Ethics of the Education Profes- 
sion, which is a standing document pre- 
pared by the National Education Associ- 
ation, Chapman said. 


The code outlines proper conduct for 


teachers in the areas of commitment to 
the student, public, profession and pro- 
fessional employment practices. 


In case the board and the association 


become deadlocked, and are unable to 
reach any agreement between them- 
selves, the new document provides for 
impasse procedures. 


If agreement is not reached on all 


items 90 days after negotiations begin, 
either party may declare an impasse has 
been reached and call for the selection 
of a mediator. 


AN ALTERNATIVE to the 
impasse 


procedure of mediation is fact-finding, 
which involves a similar procedure, only 
with a fact-finder who will hold in- 
vestigation, inquiries, hearings or take 
other steps he feels necessary to reach- 
ing an agreement. 


If any of the conditions set forth in this 


tentative 
agreement are violated, a 


grievance may be submitted. The griev- 
ance procedure includes the following 
steps or channels: (1) principal, (2) su- 
perintendent, (3) board, and (4) advisory 
arbitration. 


The last provision in the document 


deals with a "no-strike clause." Chap- 
man said a clause permitting teachers to 
strike has not been included because 
"the impasse procedures should allow 
for resolution of issues without the need 
for strikes, slow-downs, and/or

Mrs. Leaf, who will receive her certifi- 


cate of advanced study in elementary 
education from Northern Illinois Univer- 
sity in January, said her paper was orig- 
inally written as an outgrowth of a 
course she took several years ago on 
evaluation. 


In talking about her article, Mrs. Leaf 


explained, "Evaluation is a very current 
problem and it is important for all school 
board members and administrators to 
understand it." 


"Evaluation is important," she contin- 


ued, "because like everything else, edu- 
cation has changed so much. But is edu- 
cation keeping up with the times and are 
colleges training teachers to meet to- 
day's challenges?'" Mrs. Leaf pondered. 


IN HER ARTICLE Mrs. Leaf suggests 


that a school district should set up an 
evaluating committee consisting of rep- 
resentatives of the district's principals 
and teachers. The evaluating program 
would judge the teacher and what she 
puts in to the educational process and 
the child and what his input is and how 
these two combine in the process to meet 
community goals and expectations. 


Mrs. Leaf feels that her article holds 


great value for all educators. "It will 
provide good stepping stones for the de- 
v e l o p m e n t of evaluation programs 
thrsughout the country," she said.

proximately 6,400 students. 


Breaking this enrollment total down 


into capacities for individual, existing 
Dist. 211 schools, the figures range from 
2,500 for Conant, 1.800 for Palatine, and 
3,000 for Fremd to 2,500 for Schaumburg. 
The district's present total capacity is 
for 8,800 students. 


In 1974, however, the district is ex- 


pecting some 11,445 students, a figure 
existing schools cannot accommodate. 


By building two more 2,500-capacity 


schools, O'Dell said, the district can ac- 
complish two important needs for the fu- 
ture 


—RELIEVE THE PROJECTED over- 


crowded conditions at all schools until 
1978 


—Most likely exhaust the district's 


bonding power, prompting the need for 
financial assistance from the Illinois 
School Building Commission. 


Because past experience has indicated 


that a 40 acre site for an enrollment such 
as Dist 211 is expecting, and because the 
American Associatian of School Adminis- 
trators had recently recommended sites 
for senior highs be a minimum of 30 
acres plus one acre for every 100 stu- 
dents (60 acres — 3,000 students), the 
district is presently negotiating to pur- 


chase 20 additional acres to the 40 acre 
site on which the next school will prob- 
ably be built 


0 V. Anderson, Dist. 211's real estate 


agent, has been directed by the board to 
seek an option to a 20-acre site north of 
the current site between Plum Grove 
Road and Roselle Road, not to exceed 5 
per cent of the purchase price, with the 
purchase price not to exceed $13,000 per 
acre. 


A SIMILAR addition to the north site, 


on which the sixth school will most likely 
be built, is also in the planning. The 
north site is near Winston Park. 


O'Dell said Dist. 211 officials have esti- 


mated the total cost of the referendum to 
be $16,575,000. This can be broken down 
into itemized costs which are $8,000,000 
for each of the two schools, $175,000 for 
the administrative center addition, and 
$200,000 for increasing the size of two 
sites. 


O'Dell said the purpose of the referen- 


dum is to ask voters to continue with the 
present tax rate ($2.72 per $100) and not 
to raise it 


"Because of the 5 per cent limitation 


on debt for a school district, there would 
be little, if any increase in the tax rate 
caused by the building program," he 
said

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'Antiseptic' Housing Trend Attitude Hit 


"I've got mine and the hell with you." 
That is how Rolling Meadows devel- 


oper Albert Riley characterized the typi- 
cal suburb reacting to plans (or a devel- 
opment containing anything other than 
single-family homes. 


It is a cynical attitude, on the part of 


municipal government, Riley said, in 
which a single-family home is acceptable 
and "anything else is foreign and not ac- 
ceptable." 


Riley. chairman of The Institute of En- 


vironmental Design created by the Na- 
tional Association of Home Builders, 
spoke about housing trends at Tuesday 
night's meeting of the Palatine Plan 
Commission. 


Riley accused cities and villages of 


doing a "mediocre" job of planning com- 
m u n i t i e s . What has happened, he 
claimed, is that local officials have 
"created an antiseptic quality" in sur- 
burban communities. 


BUT THERE are some interesting and 


"disquieting" trends that may change 
this, he said. 


Foremost among those trends, he said, 


is the change in the age mix of the popu- 
lation. The largest change will be the 
growth of the young adult population. 


Between 1968 and 1980, he said, the 


population between the ages of 20 to it 
will grow by 18.3 million people or 46 per 
cent. 


The young middle age group, con- 


sisting of those aged 35 to 49 will grow 
about one per cent or for all practical 
purposes will remain static. This is the 
group that housing in the suburbs has so 
far taken care of. 


THE AGE GROUP from 50 to 64, he 


said, will grow 13 per cent in that per- 
iod and the group of those 65 and over 
will grow 22 per cent. 


Riley characterized the growth of the 


young adult population as "a tremendous 
increase" and that of the older middle 
age group as a "substantial" increase. 


"The housing needs" for these two 


groups, he declared, has not registered 
on the builders. 
Out of this population growth, he pre- 


dicted a confrontation between the young 
and the old and the affluent and "the not 
so affluent" 


Because' of increasing 
construction 


costs, he said, "a large number of people 
have been frozen out of the housing mar- 
ket." These include the young, the elder- 
ly, and the poor who he characterized as 
not the destitute but "the acceptable 
middle income people who can't afford" 
housing. 


RILEY PREDICTED suburban com- 


munties will see the movement of the 
federal government into the housing situ- 
ation with "a committment to house ev- 
erybody." 


Suits brought by the National Com- 


mittee against Discrimination of Hous- 


ing, have resulted in large lot zoning ex- 
cluding apartments being declared ille- 
gal as "exclusionary and biased," he 
said. 


The only vacant land for housing, he 


said, is in the suburbs and there will be 
fewer single family dwellings built and 
more multi-family dwellings. 


The market is going to change, he pre- 


dicted and developers will have to build 
in volume utilizing mechanized construc- 
tion to lower the on site construction 
costs. 


RILEY SAID he felt there would be a 


growth in the use of mobile homes to 
meet housing needs. Regarding mobile 
homes, he said, "a lot of the fears are 
groundless." What is needed, he said, "is 


more factual analysis" so we don't 
shoot at shadows." 


But, he added, he was "scared to death 


of the long term implications," men- 
tioning the possibility that the landscape 
could be littered with rusting mobile 
home hulks similar to the way junk cars 
litter the countryside now. 


Riley said the "planned development 


concept" offers a municipality the way 
to do something about insuring a proper 
environment to meet furutre housing 
needs. 


Working with a developer, and elimi- 


nating some of what he called the "arbi- 
traryness" of building codes, should give 
a municipality a "superior project," he 
said.

Ed Hanrahan: News 'a Crime'

Cook County State's Atty. Edward V. 


Hanrahan yesterday appealed to subur- 
ban newspapers to publish more crime 
news. 


Hacrahan, who has been under fire 


since his office's raid on Black Panther 
members last year, and who has been a 
strong critic of the Chicago papers, said 
the suburban papers have a responsi- 
bility to publish crime news even if it's 
not local news "unless your paper is 
strictly a commercial venture." 


HE TOLD THE Herald and about 


ten other Cook County community and 
suburban newspapers that the major 
news media "don't report criminal mat- 
ters unless they can find something to 
sensationalize or unless some public offi- 
cial is involved. "I think it's a sad com- 
mentary that the major news media con- 
tinually disregard the significant news 
from this office." 


Hanrahan offered to personally take 


the suburban reporters on tours of the 
criminal and juvenile courts to show 
them the problems the states attorney's 
office faces. He also said he is consid- 


ering holding press conferences for com- 
munity and suburban press conferences. 


"I'LL ADMIT THAT the people in Ar- 


lington Heights or Barrington are dis- 
tinctly removed from the kind of prob- 
lems and reality we face every day," he 
said, "but I think the crime news, even if 
its non-local, will be better read than 
some of the news you print." 


He said without adequate publicity, 


there is no deterrent effect from criminal 
indictments and convictions. "We need a 
healthy respect for the law and the sole 
purpose of prosecution is not to punish a 
man. There has to be a major consid-

creek escaped relatively untouched by 
flash rains, according to village planning 
engineer John Best. 


"No builder is permitted to build in Ar- 


lington Heights right up to the creek 
and thus destroy the flood plain," said 
Best. "This is kept open so that when the 
level of the creek rises, the water has 
s o m e w h e r e to go without flooding 
homes." 


"When Camelot Park was planned, the 


flood plain was reserved as open space, 
not only for recreation, but also for flood 
control This is also true in the Brookside 
subdivision to the north of Hintz Road," 
added Best 


On the other hand, the Cook County 


Building and Zoning department has no 
ordinances requiring builders to provide 
for flood control when they build next to 
a creek. 


ACCORDING TO county zoning admin- 


istrator Bernard J. O'Brien, we have set 
back requirements whereby a home 
must be at least 40 feet from the rear 
lotline. But we do not require buildings 
to be a certain distance from a creek nor 
do we require builders to widen or deep- 
en creeks to accommodate increased 
drainage." 


Some precautions have been taken by 


the county in that a person can not dump 
fill into a creek and completely dam it 
without obtaining a special use permit 
from the county board.

While the land adjacent to McDonald 


Creek in Arlington Heights is sloped and 
open, it is steep and clogged in many 
portions of Prospect Heights. 


IN ADDITION, McDonald Creek is 


maintained by the village department of 
public works in Arlington Heights. There 
is no agency responsible for widening, 
deepening and clearing McDonald Creek 
on a regular basis in Prospect Heights. 


Recently a committee for improvement 


of McDonald Creek was formed in Pros- 
pect Heights under the chairmanship of 
Jack Gilligan. 


Gilligan appealed to the Illinois De- 


partment of Waterways (IDW) for assis- 
tance in flood control. John Gillou, IDW 
director, agreed to clean up certain por- 
tions of the creek on an emergency 
basis. 


However, Gillou said, "major creek 


improvements will not begin until after 
the 1971 fiscal year because the Des 
Plaines River takes priority over its 
tributaries." The engineer survey out- 
lining restructuring of the river has not 
yet been completed. 


Gillou said the state has no capability 


for flood area zoning and regular in- 
spections. "It is my department's re- 
sponsibility to issue water permits but 
we can not continue inspections. We have 
only six men and approximately 5,000 
permits issued in a year." 


GILLOU SHIFTED day-to-day mainte-

As an emergency measure, IDW has 


cleaned out a log jam on the east side of 
the Wheeling Road Bridge and near the 
Wheeling industrial area and St. Al- 
phonsus School. The state crew also wid- 
ened and deepened the creek near the 
Wheeling Road Bridge. 


Gilligan cites the "Boy Scout Park" 


north of Palatine Road and west of Rte. 
83 as one of the worst areas. "The creek 
is only two-feet wide at some points in 
the park. But the state has agreed to 
come out and look at this area and possi- 
bly clean it in the future." 


Another trouble spot is the Soo Line 


Railroad culvert over the creek, south of 
Foundry Road. Gillou wrote a letter to 


Soo Line officials advising, "the culvert 
which includes three 48-inch pipes and 
one 60-inch pipe is very inadequate at the 
present time." 


"We recommend the Soo Line replace 


the existing pipes with a cross-sectional 
area of 225 square feet which would sat- 
isfy anticipated future conditions and 
state improvement of the creek," Gillou 
said.

Prospect Village Board on a pre-annexa- 
tion agreement between Kenroy Builders 
and the village was postponed by Mayor 
Robert Teichert Tuesday. 


Teichert said the public hearing, which 


was slated for discussion June 2, will be 
rescheduled since the plan commission 
has not submitted its recommendation on 
the annexation to the board. 


KENROY, WHO purchased the 38-acre 


Rob Roy driving range north of Euclid 
Avenue and east of Wheeling Road, is 
seeking annexation with Mount Prospect 
and rezoning for the construction of a 
planned unit development, which will in- 
clude 624 apartment units und 130 town 
houses 


The plan commission has been deliber- 


ating over its decision since May 18, 
when a plan commission public hearing 
on the annexation was held. A recom- 
mendation is expected within the month.

Prospect Heights

Hintz to Foundry Roads Tuesday, during 
floods which filled residents' basements 
with up to five feet of water 


However, Arlington Heights residents 


living along the western branch of the 
creek escaped relatively untouched by 
flash rains, according to village planning 
engineer John Best. 


"No builder is permitted to build in Ar- 


lington Heights right up to the creek 
and thus destroy the flood plain," said 
Best. "This is kept open so that when the 
level of the creek rises, the water has 
s o m e w h e r e to go without flooding 
homes." 


"When Camelot Park was planned, the 


flood plain was reserved as open space, 
not only for recreation, but also for flood 
control. This is also true in the Brookside 
subdivision to the north of Hintz Road," 
added Best. 


On the other hand, the Cook County 


Building and Zoning department has no 
ordinances requiring builders to provide 
for flood control when they build next to 
a creek. 


ACCORDING TO county zoning admin- 


istrator Bernard J. O'Brien, we have set 
back requirements whereby a home 
must be at least 40 feet from the rear 
lotline. But we do not require buildings 
to be a certain distance from a creek nor 
do we require builders to widen or deep- 
en creeks to accommodate 
increased 


drainage." 


Some precautions nave been taken by 


the county in that a person can not dump 
fill into a creek and completely dam it 
without obtaining a special use permit 
from the county board. 


Because of the lack of ordinances regu- 


lating building next to creeks in unin- 
corporated areas, McDonald Creek in 
Prospect Heights can not adequately ac- 
commodate heavy rains. 


While the land adjacent to McDonald 


Creek in Arlington Heights is sloped and 
open, it is steep and clogged in many 
portions of Prospect Heights. 


IN ADDITION, McDonald Creek is 


maintained by the village department of 
public works in Arlington Heights. There 
is no agency responsible for widening, 
deepening and clearing McDonald Creek 
on a regular basis in Prospect Heights. 


Recently a committee for improvement 


of McDonald Creek was formed in Pros- 
pect Heights under the chairmanship of 
Jack Gilligan. 


Gilligan appealed to the Illinois De- 


partment of Waterways (IDW) for assis- 
tance in flood control. John Guillou, IDW 
director, agreed to clean up certain por- 
tions of the creek on an emergency 
basis. 


However, Guillou said, "major creek 


improvements will not begin until after 
the 1971 fiscal year because the Des 
Plaines River takes priority over its 
tributaries." The engineer survey out- 
lining restructuring of the river has not 
yet been completed. 


Guillou said the state has no capability 


for flood area zoning and regular in- 
spections. "It is my department's re- 
sponsibility to issue water permits but 
we can not continue inspections. We have 
only six men and approximately 5,000 
permits issued in a year." 
GUILLOU SHIFTED day-to-day mainte- 
nance of the creek to the local level. He 
said, "It's spelled out in state statutes

that it is the county, city or village's re- 
sponsibility to improve watersheds, un- 
less they are incapable of accepting the 
responsibility " 


As an emergency measure, IDW has 


cleaned out a log jam on the east side of 
the Wheeling Road Bridge and near the 
Wheeling industrial area and St. Al- 
phonsus School. The state crew also wid- 
ened and deepened the creek near the 
Wheeling Road Bridge. 


Gilligan cites the "Boy Scout Park" 


north of Palatine Road and west of Rte 
83 as one of the worst areas. "The creek 
is only two-feet wide at some points in 
the park. But the state has agreed to 
come, out and look at this area and possi- 
bly clean it in the future." 


Another trouble spot is the Soo Line 


Railroad culvert over the creek, south of 
Foundary Road Guillou wrote a letter to 
Soo Line officials advising, "the culvert 
which includes three 48-inch pipes and 
one 60-inch pipe is very inadequate at the 
present time." 


"We recommend the Soo Line replace 


the existing pipes with a cross-sectional 
area of 225 square feet which would sat- 
isfy anticipated future conditions and 
state improvement of the creek," Guillou 
said.

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'Antiseptic' Housing Trend Attitude Hit 


"I've got mine and the hell with you." 


That is how Rolling Meadows devel- 


oper Albert Riley characterized the typi- 
cal suburb reacting to plans for a devel- 
opment containing anything other than 
single-family homes. 


It is a cynical attitude, on the part of 


municipal government, Riley said, in 
which a single-family home is acceptable 
and "anything else is foreign and not ac- 
ceptable." 


Riley, chairman of The Institute of En- 


vironmental Design created by the Na- 
tional Association of Home Builders, 
spoke about housing trends at Tuesday 
night's meeting of the Palatine Plan 
Commission. 


Riley accused cities and villages of 


doing a "mediocre" job of planning com- 
m u n i t i c s . What has happened, he 
claimed, is that local officials have 


"created an antiseptic quality" in sur- 
burban communities. 


BUT THERE are some interesting and 


"disquieting" trends that may change 
this, he said. 


Foremost among those trends, he said, 


is the change in the age mix of the popu- 
lation. The largest change will be the 
growth of the young adult population. 


Between 1968 and 1980, he said, the 


population between the ages of 20 to .(4 
will grow by 18.3 million people or 46 per 
cent. 


The young middle age group, con- 


sisting of those aged 35 to 49 will grow 
about one per cent or for all practical 
purposes will remain static. This is the 
group that housing in the suburbs has so 
far taken care of. 


THE AGE GROUP from 50 to 64, he 


said, will grow 13 per cent in that per- 


iod and the group of those 65 and over 
will grow 22 per cent. 


Riley characterized the growth of the 


young adult population as "a tremendous 
increase" and that of the older middle 
age group as a "substantial" increase. 


"The housing needs" for these two 


groups, he declared, has not registered 
on the builders. 


Out of this population growth, he pre- 


dicted a confrontation between the young 
and the old and the affluent and "the not 
so affluent." 


Because of increasing construction 


costs, he said, "a large number of people 
have been frozen out of the housing mar- 
ket." These include the young, the elder- 
ly, and the poor who he characterized as 
not the destitute but "the 
acceptable 


middle income people who can't afford" 
housing. 


RILEY PREDICTED suburban com- 


munties will see the movement of the 
federal government into the housing situ- 
ation with "a committment to house ev- 
erybody." 


Suits brought by the National Com- 


mittee against Discrimination of Hous- 
ing, have resulted hi large lot zoning ex- 
cluding apartments being declared ille- 
gal as "exclusionary and biased," he 
said. 


The only vacant land for housing, he 


said, is in the suburbs and there will be 
fewer single family dwellings built and 
more multi-family dwellings. 


The market is going to change, he pre- 


dicted and developers will have to build 
in volume utilizing mechanized construc- 
tion to lower the on site constructic/i 
costs. 


RILEY SAID he felt there would be a 


growth in the use of mobile homes to 
meet housing needs. Regarding mobile 
homes, he said, "a lot of the fears are 
groundless." What is needed, he said, "is 
more factual analysis" so we don't 
shoot at shadows." 


But, he added, he was "scared to death 


of the long term implications," men- 
tioning the possibility that the landscap 
could be littered with rusting mobile 
home hulks similar to the way junk cars 
litter the countryside now. 


Riley said the "planned development 


concept" offers a municipality the way 
to do something about insuring a proper 
environment to meet furutre housing 
needs. 


Working with a developer, and elimi- 


nating some of what he called the "arbi- 
traryness" of building codes, should give 
a municipality a "superior project," he 
said.

Cook County State's Atty. Edward V. 


Hanrahan yesterday appealed to subur- 
ban newspapers to publish more crime 
news. 


Hanrahan, who has been under fire 


since his office's raid on Black Panther 
members lost year, and who has been a 
strong critic of the Chicago papers, said 
the suburban papers have a responsi- 
bility to publish crime news even if it's 
not local news "unless your paper is 
strictly a commercial venture." 


HE TOLD THE Herald and about 


ten other Cook County community and 
suburban newspapers that the major 
news media "don't report criminal mat- 
ters unless they can find something to 
sensationalize or unless some public offi- 
cial is involved. "I think it's a sad com- 
mentary that the major news media con- 
tinually disregard the significant news 
from this office." 


Hanrahan offered to personally take 


the suburban reporters on tours of the 
criminal and juvenile courts to show 
them the problems the states attorney's 
office faces. He also said he is consid- 
ering holding press conferences for com- 
munity and suburban press conferences. 


"I'LL ADMIT THAT the people in Ar- 


lington Heights or Harrington are dis- 
tinctly removed from the kind of prob- 
lems and reality we face every day." he 
said, "but I think the crime news, even if 
its non-local, will be better read than 
some of the news you print." 


He said without adequate publicity, 


there is no deterrent effect from criminal 
indictments and convictions. "We need a 
healthy respect for the law and the sole 
purpose of prosecution is not to punish a 
man. There has to be a major consid- 
eration of making lessons out of offend- 
ers." 


Hanrahan criticized the Chicago broad- 


cast media for spending too much time 
on sports "and other fluff" and also rap- 
ped the suburban papers who did not at- 
tend his meeting. 


He said his office would accommodate 


suburban papers in any way possible 
"even if it means working extra hard to 
meet your deadlines."

Twp. Asked: Continue Aid 


Fifteen Elk Grove Township residents 


have petitioned the town board of audi- 
tors to continue giving general assistance 
to 11 families that had been receiving 
aid. 


Aid to the families was cut off last 


week when township officials announced 
they were unable to obtain tax anticipa- 
tion warrants to operate with. 


The petition, submitted Monday by 


Tom Rodgers of Elk Grove Village, asks 
that a special meeting be called to trans- 
fer monies from the town fund to the 
general assistance fund, a move that 
would enable the families to continue to 
receive aid. 


Almost $18,000 is in the town fund 


while the general assistance fund has no 
money because of a recent court order 
freezing all funds in 30 Cook County 
townships. 


MONEY IN THE town fund was ob- 


tained through the $30,000 land sale to 
the state for some acreage outside the 
town hall at 2400 S. Arlington Heights 
Road for use as a tollway ramp. 


Town Auditor Bernie Lee said $17,950 


remains from the sale but that other 
agencies have prior claim because of 
earlier commitments made to them by 
the township. 


He indicated that a transfer of funds 


such as proposed by the petition would 
put the township out of business, adding 
that it was more desirable to keep the 
township operating. 


The board voted to check with its at- 


torney to determine the legality of the 
petition and other matters regarding the 
request. 


THE FAMILIES remain without gener- 


al assistance, but as yet have been able 
to get along without township food and 
rent subsidies. 


Some of the families have encountered 


difficulty in making rent payments, but 
none have been evicted according to 
Mrs. Dolores Staat. a town social work- 
er. 


She added that families have been ad- 


vised to seek help from other agencies 


such as the Northwest Opportunity Cen- 
ter in Rolling Meadows. 


William Rohlwing, town supervisor, 


last week said the township guaranteed 
$4,000 in aid since the April 10 court or- 
der. It had to put an end to the practice 
when it could not obtain any of the 
$170,000 in tax anticipation warrants it 
had authorized, he said. 


IN OTHER ACTION, the auditors and 


the town clerk voted to withhold their 
salaries until funds become available. 
The three auditors are paid $25 a meet- 
ing and the clerk $3,000 a year. 


George Busse, town clerk, announced 


the capacity of the town meeting room 
would be posted at 160, based on infor- 
mation provided by the state fire mar- 
shal's office. 


Several residents had complained at 


the annual town meeting April 14 that 
.the room was crowded beyond capacity. 
The Herald reported more than 170 per- 
sons attended the meeting. 


Busse also read a resolution from Jack 


Pahl, Elk Grove Village president, ask- 
ing surrounding communities to make 
certain migrant workers are not exposed 
to the hazards of substandard housing. 


AUDITOR LEE SAID the board con- 


curred with the intent of the resolution, 
but had no legal authority to act against 
substandard housing in unincorporated 
areas.

Robert Chaney, one of the architects, 


said yesterday the access was changed 
because that was what the board wanted. 
NSSEO had "no choice," he added. 


CHANEY ALSO revealed that he is dis- 


cussing the installation of a retention ba- 
sin with village engineers. When the rep- 
resentatives presented a drawing of the 
proposed $1.5 million 
building 
last 


month, retention basins were not shown. 


Village Trustee Clayton W. Brown said 


that since the building is being construct- 
ed on a flood plain some provision must 
be made for the retention of water which 
is being disrupted by the construction. 


In February, the village told John J. 


Wightman, NSSEO executive director, 
the access to the 13-acre site should be 
oft Plum Grove Road. 


NSSEO, without revising its plans, 


broke ground for the building in April. 


Village officials wanted the access

The village board also was not enthusias- 
tic about cutting the Glade Road median 
strip by about 40 feet so school buses 
could turn into the scnool. 


The one-story, 65,000-square-foot Devel- 


opmental Training Center and NSSEO of- 
fice is slated to be ready for use by Sep- 
tember, 1971. About 300 students will at- 
tend the school when the two phase proj- 


ect is completed. 


THE CENTER will serve trainable 


mentally handicapped pupils from ages 
five through 21. In addition, the multiple 
handicapped retarded also 
will 
be 


served. The program will be developed 
for the instruction and training of those 
who are unable to function in public 
school settings. 


These include the severely physically 


handicapped, the more severely visually 
handicapped and the more severly hear- 
ing impaird. 


Ten school districts are financing the 


facility under the supervision of NSSEO.

"The housing needs" for these two

Personal Tax Forms Mailed 


The Wheeling Tosvnship assessor's of- 


fice is mailing out some "personal" mail 
to township residents in the form of per- 
sonal property tax returns. 


Residents are to fill out the returns 


and mail them back to he assessor's of- 
fice no later than June 15 The returns 
are used to assess residents' personal 
property. 


Marshall Theroux, Wheeling Township 


assessor, noted there are certain changes 
in the personal property tax statues this 
year allowing exemptions for one car 
and for one household of furniture. Be- 
cause of these changes. Theroux pre- 
dicted that as much as 80 per cent of 
those filing returns will not be assessed 
at all. 


PERSONS WHO have become resi- 


dents of the township as recently as 10 
months ago will receive the returns, said 
Theroux. "If persons don't send in the 
return, the assessor is required to esti- 


mate the value of their personal property 
and add a 50 per cent penalty," ex- 
plained Theroux. 


Theroux said his office has mailed out 


about 22,000 returns. The mailings, which 
started last Saturday, are expected to be 
complete by today. Theroux emphasized, 
"All this does is to establish assessed 
value of personal property." Tax bills 
based on this assessment will be sent out 
next year. 


Theroux noted that voters will consider 


an amendment next November to drop 
the personal property tax collections al- 
together. 


The total personal property tax assess- 


ment in Wheeling Township last year 
svas $49 million. Of that, the assessment 
on individuals (rather than businesses or 
corporations) was about $12 million. The 
average personal property tax bill for in- 
dividuals was about $60.

Ed Hanrahan: 
News 6a Crime'

Cook County State's Atty. Edward V. 


Hanrahan yesterday appealed to subur- 
ban newspapers to publish more crime 
news. 


Hanrahan, who has been under fire 


since his office's raid on Black Panther 
members last year, and who has been a 
strong critic of the Chicago papers, said 
the suburban papers have a responsi- 
bility to publish crime news even if it's 
not local news "unless your paper is 
strictly a commercial venture." 


HE TOLD THE Herald and about 


ten other Cook County community and 
suburban newspapers that the major 
news media "don't report criminal mat- 
ters unless they can find something to 
sensationalize or unless some public offi- 
cial is involved. "I think it's a sad com- 
mentary that the major news media con- 
tinually disregard the significant news 
from this off ice." 


Hanrahan offered to personally take 


the suburban reporters on tours of the 
criminal and juvenile courts to show 
them the problems the states attorney's 
office faces. He also said he is consid- 
ering holding press conferences for com- 
munity and suburban press conferences. 


"I'LL ADMIT THAT the people in Ar- 


lington Heights or Barrington are dis- 
tinctly removed from the kind of prob- 
lems and reality we face every day," he 
said, "but I think the crime news, even if 
its non-local, will be better read than 
some of the news you print." 


He said without adequate publicity, 


there is no deterrent effect from criminal

Airport Plan Will Be Boost To Area 


(Editor's Note: This Is the first of two 


stories on the future of Schaumburg Air- 
port.)

General aviation in the Northwest sub- 


urbs will receive a major boost \vth the 
future expansion of the Schaumburg Air- 
port 


The privately owned airfield might be- 


come a municipal facility, but in any 
event, will shortly embark on a $4 mil- 
lion expansion program, according to 
Ken Wolmer, airport manager. 


Included will be development of the re- 


maining 75 acres on the ISO-acre site, re- 
surfacing and extension of the 2,800 foot 
runway to 5,000 feet and development of 
the airport into "one of the major super 
shopping centers of the Midwest for air- 
craft supplies," said Wolmer. 


General aviation is a rapidly growing 


field cf private plane ownership that ca- 


ters to a leisure, business and work ob- 
jectives. 


THE BASIC difference between com- 


mercial and general aviation is that the 
former "operates over specific routes at 
specific times while general aviation air- 
craft move when and where they must in 
order to conform to times set by the air 
traveler," according to J. Willard Miller, 
Director of Marketing for Piper Aircraft 
Corporation. 


It is this flexibility that makes general 


aviation "the connecting link between 
metropolitan areas and medium and 
small communities," the Piper Aircraft 
Corporation said in a prepared report. 


There are currently 112,000 aircraft of 


all kinds operating in the United States. 
For every commercial plane, there are 
56 privately owned aircraft. That figure 
is up from a 30-1 ration in 1960. 


IN ADDITION, general aviation an-

nually accounts for 79 per cent of all fly- 
ing hours, 71 per cent of all airplane 
miles and carries more than 50 per cent 
of all airplane passengers. 


It includes everything from recreation 


flying to crop-dusting. 


Conservative estimates predict there 


will be 252,000 aircraft operating in the 
United States by 1977. All but 3,000 are 
expected to be in the general aviation 
field, according to the Piper Aircraft re- 
port. 


In addition, the economic impact of 


general aviation is expected to increase 
from a 1967 figure in excess of $2.2 bil- 
lion to over $7.1 billion in 1980, according 
to Wolmer. 


Since construction in 1959, Schaumburg 


Airport has been somewhat stagnant, 
maintaining its five buildings but making 
no physical changes. 


The buildings house three 
flight 


schools, one restaurant, two hangars and 
a 10,000 square foot maintenance center. 


"THE OPERATION was kind of run- 


down when we took it over in March but 
over a period of a year we hope to have 
somewhere between $2% and $3 million 
in gross sales," Wolmer said. 


Facilities expansion of the airport is 


being closely coordinated with devel- 
opment of the 630-acre Schaumburg-Cen- 
tex industrial park directly adjacent on 
the north boundary line. 


With expanded aircraft facilities, Wol- 


mer said he thinks many large corpo- 
rations will be attracted to the industrial 
park. 


"Out of the top 500 corporations listed 


by Fortune magazine, 90 per cent own at 
least one aircraft and many operate 
whole fleets," he said. 


"SO IF WE have good air facilities, 


the large corporations will come in and 
bring a lot of money into the area," 


Future construction of the Elgin- 


O'Hare Expressway will make both the 
airport and industrial park easily acces- 
sible. The road will run directly through 
the industrial park and is expected to be 
completed in about five years, according 
to Wolmer. 


If the airport becomes a municipal fa- 


cility, it wiU be eligible for federal funds 
that would help pay for the $4 expansion 
program. 


Funds channeled through the Federal 


Aviation Administation would pay for 50 
per cent of the improvements. The Illi- 
nois Bureau of Aeronautics would pick 


up the tab for an additional 25 per cent. 


The remainder would be accounted for 


by village revenue bonds that could be 
repaid from landing and tie down fees at 
the airfield. 


UNDER ITS PRESENT private own- 


ership, the improvements will be paid for 
by financial backers Jack Pritzker, Mar- 
shall Bennett and William Lambert, ac- 
cording to Wolmer. 


If Schaumburg Airport becomes a "su- 


per shopping center" for aircraft, repre- 
sentatives of the major oil and private 
plane manufacturers will have franchises 
on the site. 


At least one major name in the com- 


mercial airlines transportation field has 
expressed an interest in Schaumburg. 


"One company that we have been in 


negotiation with to build a 40,000 square 
foot hangar is American Airlines," Wol- 
mer said. 


"Right now they're planning with Ces- 


sna for the production of their Citation 
Jet which will put them in the general 
aviation business as well as commercial 
airlines business," he continued. 


Wolmer cited Cessna, Piper Aircraft, 


Standard Oil and Shell as other com- 
panies he hoped would be drawn to 
Schaumburg Airport. 


stated, Pellegrino "used foul language" 
in the presence of Kastning. 


Since school custodians are not under 


contract of any type, according to Dist.

"We have the right to hire and fine

Burkey, for violating his (Pellegrino's) 
civil rights. However, Pellegrino was not 
a contract employee of the district. 


Besides being reinstated in his job as a 


custodian, Pellegrino said, "I want to be 
a b l e to carry on union 
activity 


without harrassment or false claims 
about my work." 


Pellegrino charged that support of a 


union among the custodians in Dist. 54 
had diminished since he was fired. 


HOWEVER, Dist. 54 administrators de- 


nied that the firing of Pellegrino was in 
any way related to the efforts to unionize 
custodians in the district. 


According to Lapicola, business ser- 


vices director for Dist. 54, less than ten 
custodians in the district had signed up 
to belong to the Service Employes Union 
and paid a $15 deposit earlier this year. 


Pellegrino, who served as acting stew- 


ard for Local 11, said the union desired 
to hold a secret ballot election in the dis- 
trict to see if the majority of employees 
wanted to form a union. 


"We have other employees who also 


signed up to affiliate with the union (Lo- 
cal 11), but we're not letting them go,'' 
stated Lapicola, the Dist. 54 business 
manager. 


"They're qualified, hard-working cus- 


todians. If an employee desires to join a 
union, that's his affair as long as he does 
his job." 


HOWEVER, PELLEGRINO claimed 


that "I have never had any complaints 
about my work. The principal of Addams 
never complained about my work, and I 
never refused extra work." 


Dist. 54 school custodians are paid 


$6,009 a year as a base salary. 


Pellegrino, began work as a custodian 


in Dist. 54 in October 1969. The former 
custodian said Wednesday that he is pre- 
sently unemployed. Previously, he had 
held two jobs for awhile, working as a 
butcher in the daytime. 


Pellegrino worked an eight hour shift 


from 3 to 11 p.m. at Addams. He is the 
father of four children.

Late Summer Dist. 211 Referendum 


Late this summer voters of Palatine 


and Schaumburg Townships will be 
asked to go to the polls and vote on sev- 
eral issues currently facing High School 
Dist. 211. 


Originally, Dist. 2ll's referendum was 


to have been held June 6. Due to a 
month-long delay in the selection of an 
architect, this date has been postponed. 


Administrative Assistant John O'Dell 


has recently compiled n tentative in- 
formation packet concerning aspects of 
the upcoming referendum. 


Essentially, this referendum will be 


held to increase a site in south Schaum- 
burg from 40 to 60 acres, to add 8,000 
square feet of office space to the present 
administrative center, and to build two 
high schools, one in Palatine Township 
and one in Schaumburg Township with 
an enrollment capacity of 2,500, but ex- 
pandable to 4,000. 


DIST. 211 officials are basing the need 


for this referendum upon a study 
recently made by the district's long 
range planning committee. 


The study revealed a stable upward 


growth of the area will increase the dis- 
trict's enrollment by 1,000 students per 
year. Currently, Dist. 211 enrolls ap- 
proximately 6,400 students. 


Breaking this enrollment total down 


into capacities for individual, existing 
Dist. 211 schools, the figures range from 
2,500 for Conant, 1,800 for Palatine, and 


3,000 for Fremd to 2,500 for Schaumburg. 
The district's present total capacity is 
for 8,800 students. 


In 1974, however, the district is ex- 


pecting some 11,445 students, a figure 
existing schools cannot accommodate. 


By building two more 2,500-capacity 


schools, O'Dell said, the district can ac- 
complish two important needs for the fu- 
ture: 


—RELIEVE THE PROJECTED over- 


crowded conditions at all schools until 
1978. 


—Most likely exhaust the district's 


bonding power, prompting the need for 
financial assistance from the Illinois

Because past experience has indicated 


that a 40 acre site for an enrollment such 
as Dist. 211 is expecting, and because the 
American Association of School Adminis- 
trators had recently recommended sites 
for senior highs be a minimum of 30 
acres plus one acre for every 100 stu- 
dents (60 acres — 3,000 students), the 
district is presently negotiating to pur- 
chase 20 additional acres to the 40 acre 
site on which the next school will prob- 
ably be built. 


0. V. Anderson, Dist. 2H's real estate 


agent, has been directed by the board to 
seek an option to a 20-acre site north of 
the current site between Plum Grove 
Road and Roselle Road, not to exceed 5 
per cent of the purchase price, with the 
purchase price not to exceed $13,000 per 
acre. 


A SIMILAR addition to the north site, 


on which the sixth school will most likely 
be built, is also in the planning. The 
north site is near Winston Park. 


O'Dell said Dist. 211 officials have esti- 


mated the total cost of the referendum to 
be $16,575,000. This can be broken down 
into itemized costs which are $8,000,000 
for each of the two schools, $175,000 for 
the administrative center addition, and 
$200,000 for increasing the size of two 
sites. 


O'Dell said the purpose of the referen- 


dum is to ask voters to continue with the 


present tax rate ($2.72 per $100) and not 
to raise it. 


"Because of the 5 per cent limitation 


on debt for a school district, there would 
be little, if any increase in the tax rate 
caused by the building program," he 
said.

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'Antiseptic'Housing Trend Attitude Hit 


"I've got mine and the hell with you." 
That is how Rolling Meadows devel- 


oper Albert Riley characterized the typi- 
cal suburb reacting to plans (or a devel- 
opment containing anything other than 
single-family homes. 


It is a cvnical attitude, on the part of 


municipal government, Rilpy said, in 
which a single family home is acceptable 
and "anything else is foreign and not ac- 
ceptable " 


Riley. chairman of The Institute of En- 


vironmental Design created by the Na- 
tional Association of Home Builders, 
spoke about housing trends at Tuesday 
night's meeting of the Palatine Plan 
Commission. 


Riley accused cities and villages of 


doing a "mediocre" job of planning com- 
m u n 11 i e s . What has happened, he 
claimed, is that local officials have 
"created an antiseptic quality" in sur- 
burban communities. 


BUT THERE are some interesting and 


"disquieting" trends that may change 
this, he said. 


Foremost among those trends, he said, 


is the change in the age mix of the popu- 
lation The largest change will be the 
growth of the young adult population. 


Between 1968 and 1980, he said, the 


population between the ages of 20 to J4 
will grow by 18.3 million people or 46 per 
cent. 


The young middle age group, con- 


sisting of those aged 35 to 49 will grow 
about one per cent or for all practical 
purposes will remain static. This is the 
group that housing in the suburbs has so 
far taken care of. 


THE AGE GROUP from SO to 64, he 


said, will grow 13 per cent in that per- 
iod and the group of those 65 and over 
will grow 22 per cent. 
v 


Riley characterized the growth of the 


young adult population as "a tremendous 
increase" and that of the older middle 
age group as a "substantial" increase. 


"The housing needs" for these two 


groups, he declared, has not registered 
on the builders. 


Out of this population growth, he pre- 


dicted a confrontation between the young 
and the old and the affluent and "the not 
so affluent." 


Because of increasing construction 


costs, he said, "a large number of people 
have been frozen out of the housing mar- 
ket." These include the young, the elder- 
ly, and the poor who he characterized as 
not the destitute but "the 
acceptable 


middle income people who can't afford" 
housing. 


RILEY PREDICTED suburban com- 


munties will see the movement of the 
federal government into the housing situ- 
ation with "a committment to house ev- 
erybody." 


Suits brought by the National Com- 


mittee against Discrimination of Hous- 


ing, have resulted in large lot zoning ex- 
cluding apartments being declared ille- 
gal as "exclusionary and biased," he 
said. 


The only vacant land for housing, he 


said, is in the suburbs and there will be 
fewer single'family dwellings built and 
more multi-family dwellings 


The market is going to change, he pre- 


dicted and developers will have to build 
in volume utilizing mechanized construc- 
tion to tower the on site construction 
costs. 


RILEY SAID he felt there would be a 


growth in the use of mobile homes to 
meet housing needs. Regarding mobile 
homes, he said, "a lot of the fears are 
groundless." What is needed, he said, "is 


more factual analysis" so we don't 
shoot at shadows." 


But, he added, he was "scared to death 


of the long term implications," men- 
tioning the possibility that the landscape 
could be littered with rusting mobile 
home hulks similar to the way junk cars 
litter the countryside now. 


Riley said the "planned development 


concept" offers a municipality the way 
to do something about insuring a proper 
environment to meet furutre housing 
needs. 


Working with a developer, and elimi- 


nating some of what he called the "arbi- 
traryness" of building codes, should give 
a municipality a "superior project," he 
said.

Teachers Reach Pay Accord 


A tentative professional negotiation 


procedural agreement was reached be- 
tween members of the High School Dist. 
211 Teacher's Association and the board 
of education's personnel committee early 
last week. 


Although the agreement is only tenta- 


tive, teachers are expected to ratify it 
today in each of the district's three 
schools Ratification from the board is 
scheduled for June 10. 


"This is only a procedural agree- 


ment." Jerry Chapman, president of the 
association, said. "We will not begin 
negotiating salaries and non-economic 


matters until the agreement is ratified." 


Essentially, the agreement, which was 


reached after negotiating since last No- 
vember, is a seven-point document, deal- 
ing with recognition, negotiations, rights, 
impasse procedures, grievance, griev- 
ance procedures and strike. 


UNDER THE first article of the agree- 


ment, both parties have tentatively rec- 
ognized the Teacher's Association of 
Dist. 211 as the exclusive and sole "nego- 
tiating agent." 


Under this condition, the association 


and the board have agreed to negotiate 
only the following items: salaries, re- 


lated economic conditions of employ- 
ment, grievance procedures, negotiating 
procedures and working conditions. 


Because of a mutual agreement be- 


tween the negotiating parties, no infor- 
mation concerning salary ranges has 
been made public at this time. 


Chapman, however, did indicate that 


Dist. 211 teachers would not be asking 
for as much of an increase as Dist. 15 
teachers have Dist. 15's proposed salary 
schedule ranges from $7,500 starting pay 
to $16,000 for teachers with 15 years ex- 
perience and a master's degree

Teacher's rights are based upon the 


Code of Ethics of the Education Profes- 
sion, which is a standing document pre- 
pared by the National Education Associ- 
ation, Chapman said. 


The code outlines proper conduct for 


teachers in the areas of commitment to 
the student, public, profession and pro- 
fessional employment practices. 


In case the board and the association 


become deadlocked, and are unable to 
reach any agreement between them- 
selves, the new document provides for 
impasse procedures. 


If agreement is not reached on a'l 


items 90 days after negotiations begir, 
either party may declare an impasse has 
been reached and call for the selection 
of a mediator. 


AN ALTERNATIVE to the 
impasse 


procedure of mediation is fact-finding, 
which involves a similar procedure, only 
with a fact-finder who will hold in- 
vestigation, inquiries, hearings or take 
other steps he feels necessary to reach- 
ing an agreement. 


If any of the conditions set forth in this 


tentative agreement are violated, a 
grievance may be submitted. The griev- 
ance procedure includes the following 
steps or channels: (1) principal, (2) su- 
perintendent, (3) board, and (4) advisory 
arbitration. 


The last provision in the document 


deals with a "no-strike clause." Chap- 
man said a clause permitting teachers to 
strike has not been included because 
"the impasse procedures should allow 
for resolution of issues without the need 
for strikes, slow-downs, and/or sanc- 
tions." 


Ed Hanrahau: News 6a Crime'

Cook County State's Atty. Edward V. 


Hanrahan yesterday appealed to subur- 
ban n«wspaperu to publish more crime 
news. 


Hanraban. wno has been under fire 


since his office s raid on Black Panther 
members last year, and who has been a 
strong critic of the Chicago papers, said 
the suburban papers have a responsi- 
bility to publish crime news even if it's 
not local news "unless your paper is 
strictly a commercial venture." 


HE TOLD THE Herald and about 


ten other Cook County community and 
suburban newspapers that the major 
news media "don't report criminal mat- 
ters unless they can find something to 
sensationalize or unless some public offi- 


cial is involved. "I think it's a sad com- 
mentary that the major news media con- 
tinually disregard the significant news 
from this office." 


Hanrahan offered to personally take 


the suburban reporters on tours of the 
criminal and juvenile courts to show 
them the problems the states attorney's 
office faces. He also said he is consid- 
ering holding press conferences for com- 
munity and suburban press conferences. 


"I'LL ADMIT THAT the people in Ar- 


lington Heights or Harrington are dis- 
tinctly removed from the kind of prob- 
lems and reality we face every day," he 
said, "but I think the crime news, even if 
its non-local, will be better read than 
some of the news you print." 


He said without adequate publicity, 


there is no deterrent effect from criminal 
indictments and convictions. "We need a 
healthy respect for the law and the sole 
purpose of prosecution is not to punish a 
man. There has to be a major consid- 
eration of making lessons out of offend- 
ers." 


Hanrahan criticized the Chicago broad- 


cast media for spending too much time 
on sports "and other fluff" and also rap- 
ped the suburban papers who did not at- 
tend his meeting. 


He said his office would accommodate 


suburban papers in any way possible 
"even if it means working extra hard to 
meet your deadlines."

Bomb Procedure 
Survey Disclosed 


The Schaumburg Police Department 


recently took a survey of area police de- 
partments on each department's policy 
on bomb scares at schools. 


Results of the survey revealed pupils 


are usually not evacuated from schools, 
but that schools are searched by fire and 
police departments. Schools may he 
evacuated if school administrators desire 
it, the survey found. 


The present policy in Schaumburg 


Township Dist. 54 is that, in event of a 
bomb threat, a search of the specified 
school is made by policemen, firemen 
and school personnel. However, pupils 
are not evacuated from the school build- 
ing 


School officials in Oist. 54 believe evac- 


uation of students encourages bomb 
threats Approximately a dozen threats 
are received at Dist. 54 schools during 
the school year. 


THE PRESENT POLICY on bomb 


scares in Dist. 54 dates from about four 
>ears ago, when a rash of bomb scares 
occurred. 


A Hanover Park resident, Thomas Dix- 


on, 7060 Hawthorn Ln, appeared before 
the Dist 54 school board in April and 
requested a review of the district's bomb 
scare policy. Dixon contended schools 
should be evacuated in case of any bomb 
threat. 


According to the Schaumburg police 


survey, the choice of evacuating pupils is 
left up to school authorities in Niles, 
Morton Grove and Skokie. However, a 
search of the school building for a bomb 
is made by policemen and firemen in 
each community. 


IN ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, the deci- 


sion on evacuating pupils is generally 
left to school officials. However, if the 
person who makes a threat specifies an 
area of the school as the location of the 
bomb, then a brief evacuation of students 
is made, and this area is searched. 


The Chicago Police Department sends 


two squad cars and a supervisor to an- 
swer each report of a bomb threat at 
public schools. The Chicago Police re- 
ceive about 25 bomb threat calls each 
day, the survey found.

Fire and Ambulance Services Extended 


An extension of (ire protection and am- 


bulance service has been granted to 
homeowners residing in the Forest View 
subdivision. 


The Elk Grove Village Board voted 


unanimously Tuesday to extend service 
to the unincorporated area that lies with- 
in the village, until July IS, 


The board acted on a request by Don- 


ald Potlitz, of the Forest View Fire Pro- 
tection District. 


Homeowners in the area have refused 


to agree with the village to an $11,000 


fire protection contract, an increase of 
$8,000 over a previous contract thai ex- 
pired Feb. 28. Homeowners owe $1,000 on 
the old contract. 


THE BOARD'S action followed a meet- 


ing earlier Tuesday in Chicago between 
representatives of the village, the fire 
protection district, the Forest View 
Homeowner;; Association, and the state 
fire marshal's office. 


At that meeting, officials were in- 


formed that the responsibility for obtain- 
ing fire protection for residents of some 


127 homes in the subdivision rested with 
the fire protection district trustees. 


Pollitz, of S26 Thorndale Ave., was the 


only trustee attending. The other, Leroy 
Jones, of 539 Woodview Ave., did not at- 
tend. The third position on the three- 
member board is vacant. 


POLLITZ LATER Tuesday requested 


an extension of fire protection service to 
which the board unanimously oblidged. 


The request by Pollitz represented 


somewhat of a change in dealings be- 
tween the homeowners and the village. 


In past contacts between the two, Wesley 
Kentzel, president of the Forest View 
Homeowners Association, 
represented 


the homeowners and the district. 


Pollitz, in a letter to the board, said 


the additional time will be used to secure 
fire protection for the subdivision bound- 
ed by Landmeier Road, Laurel Street, 
Ridge Avenue, and Woodview Avenue. 


Fire Chief Allen Hulett said Kentzel 


has contacted the Wood Dale Fire De- 
partment, a volunteer force based sev- 


eral miles to the south, but that it was 
not likely Wood Date would enter into an 
agreement with Forest View. 


HOMEOWNER representatives also 


have made an inquiry regarding the pur- 
chase of fire fighting equipment, an in- 
dication they may give consideration to 
starting a volunteer force.

population between the ages of 20 to J4 
\vill grow by 18 3 million people or 46 per 
cent. 


The young middle age group, con- 


sisting of those aged 35 to 49 will grow 
about one per cent or for all practical 
purposes will remain static. This is the 
group that housing in the suburbs has so 
far taken care of 


THE AGE GROUP from 50 to 64, he 


said, will grow 13 per cent in that per- 


iod and the group of those 65 and over 
will grow 22 per cent. 
' 


Riley characterized the growth of the 


young adult population as "a tremendous 
increase" and that of the older middle 
age group as a "substantial" increase. 


"The housing needs" for these two 


groups, he declared, has not registered 
on the builders. 


Out of this population growth, he pre- 


dicted a confrontation between the young 
and the old and the affluent and "the not 
so affluent." 


Because of increasing construction 


costs, he said, "a large number of people 
have been frozen out of the housing mar- 
ket." These include the young, the elder- 
ly, and the poor who he characterized as 
not the destitute but "the 
acceptable 


middle income people who can't afford" 
housing. 


RILEY PREDICTED suburban com- 


munties will see the movement of the 
federal government into the housing situ- 
ation with "a committment to house ev- 
erybody." 


Suits brought by the National Com- 


mittee against Discrimination of Hous- 
ing, have resulted in large lot zoning ex- 
cluding apartments being declared ille- 
gal as "exclusionary and biased," he 
said. 


The only vacant land for housing, he 


said, is in the suburbs and there will be 
fewer single family dwellings built and 
more multi-family dwellings. 


The market is going to change, he pre- 


dicted and developers will have to build 
in volume utilizing mechanized construc- 
tion to lower the on site construction 
costs. 


RILEY SAID he felt there would be a 


growth in the use of mobile homes to 
meet housing needs. Regarding mobile 
homes, he said, "a lot of the fears are 
groundless." What is needed, he said, "is 
more factual analysis" so we don't 
shoot at shadows." 


But, he added, he was "scared to death 


of the long term implications," men- 
tioning the possibility that the landscape 
could be littered with rusting mobile 
home hulks similar to the w?y junk cars 
litter the countryside now. 


Riley said the "planned development 


concept" offers a municipality the way 
to do something about insuring a proper 
environment to meet furutre housing 
needs. 


Working with a developer, and elimi- 


nating some of what he called the "arbi- 
traryness" of building codes, should give 
a municipality a "superior project," he 
said.

Ed Hanrahan: 
News 'a Crime'

Cook County State's Atty. Edward V. 


Hanrahan yesterday appealed to subur- 
ban newspapers to publish more crime 
news. 


Hanrahan, who has been under fire 


since his office's raid on Black Panther 
members last year, and who has been a 
strong critic of the Chicago papers, said 
the suburban papers have a responsi- 
bility to publish crime news even if it's 
not local news "unless your paper is 
strictly a commercial venture." 


HE TOLD THE Herald and about 


ten other Cook County community and 
suburban newspapers that the major 
news media "don't report criminal mat- 
ters unless they can find something to 
sensationalize or unless some public offi- 
cial is involved. "I think it's a sad com- 
mentary that the major news media con- 
tinually disregard the significant news 
from this office." 


Hanrahan offered to personally take 


the suburban reporters on tours of the 
criminal and juvenile courts to show 
them the problems the states attorney's 


office faces. He also said he is consid- 
ering holding press conferences for com- 
munity and suburban press conferences. 


"I'LL ADMIT THAT the people in Ar- 


lington Heights or Harrington are dis- 
tinctly removed from the kind of prob- 
lems and reality we face every day," he 
said, "but I think the crime news, even if 
its non-local, will be better read than 
some of the news you print." 


He said without adequate publicity, 


there is no deterrent effect from criminal 
indictments and convictions. "We need a 
healthy respect for the law and the sole 
purpose of prosecution is not to punish a 
man. There has to be a major consid- 
eration of making lessons out of offend- 
ers." 


Hanrahan criticized the Chicago broad- 


cast media for spending too much time 
on sports "and other fluff" and also rap- 
ped the suburban papers who did not at- 
tend his meeting. 


He said his office would accommodate 


suburban papers in any way possible 
"even if it means working extra hard to 
meet your deadlines."

train to pull out of Dresden, Germany, 
before the allied bombing raid that de- 
stroyed it. "The train was so crowded, 
my mother tells me," says Walliczek, 
"that people were hanging on top of the 
train and out the windows." 


"They were all in a rush to get to 


where the American Army was. They 
simply trusted the Americans more," he 
explained, adding hesitantly, "more than 
the Russians and Poles, who had more 
reason to be angry with the Germans." 


The Walliczeks first joined an aunt and 


uncle who had a farm near Thuringen, 
now a part of East Germany. Soon after, 
his uncle was attacked and left for dead 
by Polish occupation forces who thought 
the uncle was a Nazi. 


"My uncle belonged to a volunteer fire 


deaprtment and had a fireman's uniform 
in his home," Walliczek said. "Some 
people apparently saw the uniform and 
took it for something else. They broke in 
and stabbed him . . . repeatedly, then 
left him for dead. They hated all Ger- 
mans, but especially the Nazis." 


AFTER THAT incident, the family 


moved on and settled in Hofgeismar, a 
village near Kassel His father joined 
him there after he was released from an 
American prison canp where, Walliczek 
says, the grass was pulled up to add food 
to the prisoners' diet "when the soup was 
too thin " 


The Walliczeks came to America in 


1956. The parents now own a farm in 
Wisconsin and Walhczek now is a US. 
citizen 


Walliczek plans to go back to Hofgeis- 


mar during his summer trip to Europe, 
which will include two months at a Span- 
ish language institute in Valencia, Spain. 


Hofgeismar, he says, has one enduring 


claim to fame — i, is near rhe castle 
made famous worldwide by the Grimm 
brothers when they put down on paper 
the story of the Sleeping Beauty. Wall- 
iczek, smiling shyly says the castle now 
is a honeymoon resort. 


WALLICZEK teaches German at St. 


Viator. It is his third year on the faculty 
at the 1,000-student Northwest suburban 
Catholic boys' high school in Arlington 
Heights 


He lives next door to Mr. and Mrs. 


Richard Frisbie, who this spring helped 
pet him involved in the independent 
Democrats' successful campaign to elect 
liberal Lnyn Williams of Wmnetka as 
13th District Democratic state central 
committeeman. 


He heard Williams speak at a coffee at 


the Frisbies', was impressed and volun- 
teered. He helped mail campaign liter- 
ature, made followup phone calls and on 
election day called again to i emind vot- 
ers to go to the polls. 


It was a first-hand lesson in what it 


takes to win an election — md it paid 
off, for Williams cairied Wheeling Town- 
ship although regular organization sup- 
port was pledged ts his opponent Ray- 
mond Krier. 


It was Walliczek s first venture into 


politics. He says, "Some people may call 
what I did dull, bat I thought it was 
exciting "

He Heads All-Girl School

"That reminds me of a story I just 


have to tell you," Leonard Baenen said 
while standing In the rain outside Sacred 
Heart of Mary High School. 


"Back in the 1940s my sister, • Catho- 


lic, was dating this Protestant, who one 
day took her home to muet the folks," he

laid while loosening a pink tie at the col- 
lar of his blue shirt. 


"She met the folk* and relatives and 


one aunt said to her, 'Oh, you're Catho- 
lic. Why I knew a Catholic back in Cali- 
fornia, maybe you know her ...' " 


Baenen chuckled at his story and rub- 


bed a hand contemplatively along his 
chin and bushy sideburn, before extend- 
ing a hand and saying "Goodbye, see you 
soon." 


With that. Baenen turned and walked 


back into Sacred Heart, where he ar- 
rived and first said "hello" May 4. Cur- 
rently spending his time orientating him- 
self with the school and hiring new 
teachers, he will take over sister Colum- 
ba's position as principal this July. 


"THE FIRST TIME I walked into Sa- 


cred Heart (an all-girls school) it was a 
real shocker," he said. 


And for a layman walking around the 


halls of Sacred Heart looking for a white- 
haired priestly figure named Leonard 
Baenen, it is just as much of "A 
shocker" to meet the real Baenen — a 
tall, thin, 33-year-old who uses words like 
"cool" and "beautiful" naturally as he 
speaks. 


To Baenen, who lives with his wife and 


son in Palatine, a Catholic school should 
be a "viable option" to the public school 
system. 


"I don't think the nation would be bet- 


ter off with one school system. There has 
to be that choice," he said. 


Currently working on his doctor's de- 


gree in cognate courses in urban affairs, 
Baenen came to Sacred Heart from Blue 
Cross — Blue Shield, in Chicago where 
he served as manager of training and 
development. 


HE EXPLAINED the switch from 


business to education by saying "A 
school should be a reflection of Me. It 
cannot operate in a vacuum, and that's 
why I went into business temporarily to 
become familiar with what is rapidly be- 
coming a major thrust in education." 


Originally from North Dakota, Baenen 


has attended and taught school in Mis- 
sissippi, Illinois and several other col- 
leges and universities before coming to 
Rolling Meadows. 


Being very familiar with the Metro 


School, or "school without walls" con- 
cept In Chicago, Baenen is a supporter of 
"the realistic approach to education. 


"The suburbs, the students, and the 


faculty do not operate in a vacuum, and 
if we don't keep this in mind we'll be 
heading in the wrong direction." 


•Baenen's direction will take two paths 
as of July in order to accomplish one 
goal: eliminating stereotypes of a Catho- 
lic school and "letting people know 
what's going on in here." 


THE FIRST STEP in this direction is 


to hire new faculty, which includes about 
15 additions to the 14 clergymen and 28 
laymen presently on the Sacred Heart 
staff. 


Secondly, "I want to reestablish lines 


of communication with parents. I want 
them to know my door is open and they 
have something to contribute to educa- 
tion." 


Always keeping in mind a philosophy 


of more academic freedom arid commu- 
nity involvement, Baenen said "there's 
been a lot cf talk in educational circles 
about schools preparing kids for life. 
This is fine, but what's important is that 
these kids are really living now."

League title by one game after being in 
first place until the last three games, it 
certainly doesn't show at Elk Grove. 
Peddy definitely felt his team went as 
far as could be expected with that 104 
loop finish. 


Wheeling, of course, won the cham- 


pionship for the second straight year and 
asserted its superiority over the Grove 
with a 14-4 thumping over them in the 
only meeting between the two. 


But what Peddy liked best — besides 


the undisputed second-place finish and

tions of la^t March, in which many

suburban 
voters in- 


dicated they wanted a change in 
the policies of the Cook County 
Democratic 
Central 
Committee, 


apparently was a case of the voters 
winning the battle but losing the 
war 


In those primaries, the voters 


e l e c t e d 
two 
township com- 


mitteemen who ran on platforms 
pledging party reform Essentially, 
their pledge called for an end to 
the iron-handed rule of the County 
Democratic Organization by Chi- 
cago Mayor Richard J. Daley. 


Instead, they wanted to see a 


more 
"democratic" 
Democratic 


Part> in which political patronage 
would not be the cornerstone for 
the organisation but would be re- 
placed by party workers who of- 
fered their services out of con- 
viction that the Democratic Party 
had the best solutions to the prob- 
lems of the day. 


The two candidates were Rich- 


ard A Mugalmn. who ran for Pala- 
tine Township Democratic com- 
mitteeman. and Lynn A Williams 
who ran tor New Trier Township 
Democratic 
committeeman 
and 


a l s o 
for state 
central com- 


mitteeman of the 13th Congres- 
sional District. 


Both were elected over candi- 


dates who were pledged to support 
Mayor Daley's way of running the 
county party, and the election re- 
sults encouraged Democrats who 
were concerned with the party's 
poor voting record in the suburbs 
and blamed that record on the im- 
age of the party. 


Apparently that encouragement 


and hope for party reform was all 
for naught as Daley last week 
clearly indicated that the party 
would continue to be run by him. 


The case in point last week was 


the central committee's meeting to 
select a new candidate for Cook 
County superintendent of schools. 


The candidate who was original- 


ly slated. William Vernon. was lat- 
er discovered to lack the quali- 
fications for the office, putting the 
party in the embarrassing posi- 
tion of having no candidate for a 
major office. 


Prior to the meeting, local com- 


mitteemen were not told what the 
purpose of the meeting was, al- 
though many assumed it would be 
to replace Vernon on the ballot. 


A new candidate's name was of- 


fered, and after a series of second- 
ing speeches, Daley, the party 


chairman, called for a vote to con- 
firm Richard J. Martwick as the 
new candidate. 


Mugalian then asked Daley to de- 


lay the vote for four weeks to allow 
the committeemen to evaluate the 
candidate's qualifications, particu- 
larly since many of them had nev- 
er heard of Martwick. Williams 
s u p p o r t e d Mugalian's motion, 
pointing out that suburban voters 
probably would not appreciate hav- 
ing a candidate forced on them 
without any advance discussion. 


Dalny would have none of this, 


however, and Mugalian's motion 
was tabled by nearly unanimous 
voice vote. A similar vote con- 
firmed Martwick as the party's 
candidate. 


Martwick, the football coach at 


Ridgewood High School and a 
Democratic precinct captain, may 
be a well-qualified candidate, but 
that's not the point. 


The point is that the Democratic 


Party of Cook County still is proj- 
ecting the image of one-man rule 
and that is not the kind of party 
suburban residents will support. If 
the Democrats are wondering why 
their performance in the suburbs is 
so poor, they can look in the mirror 
for the answer.

The nation's population had moved to 


the urban area-- The church now had to 
compete with other interests Coupled to 
this was the reluctance of some church- 
men to make their denominations take 
some of the social problems that many 
thought the churches should be taking 
on. 


H \RVKY COX published his book, 


"The Secular City," showing some of the 
irrelevancies of the church, and many 
said "amen" to him. The times, they 
were 'a ctumgin'. the churches they 
weren't 


Or were they? 
Two of the biggest Protestant denomi- 


nations in the nation, the United Method- 
ists and the United Presbyterians, held 
their conventions recently The Method- 
ists gathered last April in St. Louis, the 
Presbyterians only last week In Chicago. 


And high on the agendas of both con- 


ventions were some of the hottest social 
issues facing the nation. 


The City Beat 


The two groups let it be known in no 


uncertain terms their opinions on the 
Vietnam war. In an address to the Meth- 
odists, a Philadelphia bishop stated flatly 
that Vietnam was "a fiasco which pre- 
sently is impossible to justify." 


And in Chicago the 
Presbyterians 


passed a resolution opposing the war in 
Vietnam and the U.S. entry into Cam- 
bodia because Congress has not declared 
war. Admittedly the resolution that was 
passed was considerably milder than the 
one originally proposed. 


THE PRESBYTERIANS also agreed to 


study a far reaching and somewhat con- 
troversial human sexuality study which, 
among other things, holds that abortion 
"is a personal matter of decision" 
among the patient, her physician and 
pastor or other counselor. The only legal 
restriction would be that the person per- 
forming the abortion would have to be a 
licensed doctor. Presbyterians did not 
endorse the sexuality report; they only 
agreed to study it. Nevertheless that they 
did agree to study it is important in it- 
self. 


Concerning environment the Method- 


ists passed a resolution calling on the 
church to consider pollution "an imme- 
diate crisis." The resolution urged strong 
controls on environmental pollution and 
insisted that "human rights of the com- 
munity take precedence over individual 
property rights." 


The list goes on. But one thing is cer- 


tain — if organized religions tried to tip- 
toe meekly through the 60s, at least some 
of them are going to try to move solidly 
into the 70s. Which makes one' wonder: 
Was God dead during the last decade, or 
was He just waiting for his churches to 
catch up?

Thorsen's Idea Humane

Stray animals, too frequently dis- 


carded pets, are becoming a costly nui- 
sance to police departments in Schaum- 
burg Township. 


Police departments are obligated to 


answer a resident's complaint on a stray 
animal. And if the dog or cat isn't gone 
when police arrive, the officer must pick 
up the stray. 


IF THE STRAY IS a dog and is licens- 


ed, it can be returned to its owner; with- 
out a license, it goes to a pound. And 
that's costly. 


Take the case of Schaumburg. The vil- 


lage keeps the dog or cat for five days at 
a cost of $2 jjer night at a private pound. 
Only 10 to 15 per cent of the animals are 
claimed; the remainder are turned over 
to the Animal Welfare League or other 
agencies after the five days. Often a 
week goes by before the animal is picked 
up. So the cost to the village in pound fee 
is S20 to $25 per animal, plus the time of 
the police department.

The Village of Schaumburg averages 


about 15 animal calls per month. The 
calls increase in the summer. 


The problem is sufficiently acute in 


Hoffman Estates for Police Chief John 
O'Connell to propose that a police cadet 
from the police services course at Har- 
per Junior College be designated as "ani- 
mal control officer." The cadet would be 


the animal warden for the village, au- 
thorized to issue licenses and citations. 


Hoffman Estates has dropped the idea 


of building a dog pound, and Schaum- 
burg trusteess also felt that building a 
pound wouldn't be financially worth- 
while. 


BUT SCHAUMBURG Trustee Sig Thor- 


sen has a possible solution. He recently 
suggested that the township consider 
maintaining a pound that all three mu- 
nicipalities could use to solve a portion of 
the problem. 


Townships, by state law, may establish 


and maintain animal pounds. A township 
pound could take care of the strays from 
both the corporated and unincorporated 
areas. Since it would not be run on a 
profit basis, it should cost less than $2 a 
day to provide temporary shelter to ani- 
mals. 


Thorsen's idea is something municipal 


and police officials should mull over and 
if they agree the idea has some merit, 
bring it up at he 1971 annual town meet- 
ing for voter approval. 


Democrat: Keep Bias on Editorial Page 


Friday evening, May 12, the Democrat- 


ic Party of Wheeling Township gathered 
at the Round Table Room of the Arling- 
ton Park Hotel for its annual dinner 
dance. Months of planning and countless 
man-hours expended by members of the 
organization resulted in a record turn-out 
of loyal Democrats — more than 700 — 
all looking forward to a delightful dinner 
f o l l o w e d by "fire and brimstone" 
speeches from the candidates, as they 
chastised the "opposition." And those 
present were not disappointed. While the 
"brimstone" became quite hot, it never 
attained the pitch of the pronouncements 
of, say, a Spiro Agnew or a Joe Woods. 


YOUR NEWSPAPER'S account of the 


event, however, took not only the remark 
of the candidates, but the entire evening 
out of context. While not even mentioning 
where the event occurred (a basic prin- 
ciple of journalism), your front page 
pseudo-righteous account (without by- 
line I might add) gave to your readers 
the Impression of an evening of "mara- 
thon" speeches by party hacks to a 
group of payrollers who would much 
rather have been somewhere else. Your 
unnamed reporter had to know that was 
not the case. 


The account dwells upon the fact that 


Adlai Stevenson arrived late and issued a 
"low-key warning" when you know full 
well that political candidates may have 
several commitments on a given evening 
— especially a U. S. Senatorial candidate 
who is also Illinois state treasurer. Late 
arrivals by candidates of both parties is 
more the rule than the exception. 


You mention offhandedly that the can- 


didates present spoke of a "variety of ills 
plaguing the nation" (usually referred to 
by respectable journals as campaign is- 
sues) when you know very well that can- 
didates have a duty to address them- 
selves to these issues, and would have 
received even more criticism from you 
had they not — and rightfully so. 


YOU THEN PROCEED to expend two 


paragraphs on the absence of States At- 


torney Edward V. Hanrahan, who on the 
very day the lengthy grand jury report 
was Issued had a most legitimate reason 
for being occupied with matters other 
than the Wheeling dinner. Did your prob- 
ing reporter ask anyone where Mr. Han- 
rahan was? 


You roast Harry Semrow for a "cam- 


paign promise" which your reporter 
must know, if he was listening, as every- 
one in the room knew was made tongue- 
in-cheek. 


You literally poke fun at Paul Shany- 


felt for poking fun at his opponent Sena- 
tor John Graham, who has yet to speak 
to the people of the ills plaguing the 
Third District, much less the nation. 


Alan Dixon, a veteran Illinois Senator 


at 41 and considered by his colleagues as 
one of the most able is dismissed with a 
quote that "things look super in Illinois." 


Finally passing reference is made to 


the presence of George Dunne, president 
of the county board and State Represen- 
tatives Edward Warman and Eugenia 
Chapman. 


CONTRAST THIS notorious example of 


biased journalism, of flagrant editorializ- 
ing in the news column with the warmth 
with which you report "GOP Big Names 
Lend Gene A Hand" on Page 7. The 
Schlickman affair attended by "nearly 
1,000 (not 700 or so) was undoubtedly 
held to help a proven legislator raise 
money to campaign for re-election — a 
political fact of life. Compared with your 
account of our dinner, one would think 
Mr. Schlickman was donating the pro- 
ceeds to cancer research. 


You refer to the guest list as a "Cook 


County Republican Who's Who": 


—"One state representative," his run- 


ning mate, David Regner of Mount Pros- 
pect;

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Lead-Free Gas Hits Area 


Following in the tradition of Charles 


Lindbergh, Northwest Suburban motor- 
ists now can use lead-free gasoline in 
their travels, if they're willing to pay a 
little extra and listen for unfamiliar 
pings or knocks. 


Local Standard gasoline stations are 


adding extra tanks and pumps to their 
facilities for the anti-pollution Amoco 
gasoline. Lead-free gas, new to the area, 
has been marketed in the southern and 
eastern states for 55 years, and was used 
by Charles Lindbergh in his first solo 
flight across the Atlantic Ocean in 1927. 


Amoco is designed for the 1971 cars 


with tower compression ratios, but Stan- 
dard estimates that six out of 10 cars 
now on the road, using a regular grade 
of gasoline, can use the new Amoco. This 
means that 33 million cars now on the 
road can produce cleaner exhaust. 


THE ADVANTAGES of lead-free gaso- 


line include tht elimination of lead emis- 
sions from the exhaust, and the reduction 
of hydrocarbon emissions by IS per cent. 


When Standard got the lead out of its 


gasoline, it also lowered the octane read- 
ing to 91 per cent. The only way to find 
out if your car will experience withdraw- 
al symptoms (pings and knocks) on 
Amoco is to try it, according to station 
owners. 


One of the first Standard stations to 


offer Amoco, at the corner of Arlington 
Heights Road and Northwest Highway in 
Arlington Height.*, is managed by Jerry 
Sublette. "You just have to approach 
people about it." he said. "It's priced a 
little above regular gasoline. You just 
have to buy it to see if your car can take 
it. If it isn't satisfactory you'll know 
right away — especially going up a hill, 
you'll hear a knock. Otherwise there 
shouldn't be a difference in performance. 


"I'M ACTUALLY getting better per- 


formance out of my Chevrolet pickup 
truck with the lead free gas," said Ralph 
Gallimore, manager of the Standard sta- 
tion at Central and Arlington Heights 
roads in Arlington Heights. "I haven't 
had any complaints about pinging or 
knocking from customers, but if the gas 
doesn't work, you can go right back to 
regular gas without any problem. When 
the 1971 models come out, all the gas 
stations will have to offer lead free gas 
or go out of business," said Gallimore. 
He estimates that one-third of his sales 
will be in lead-free gas by the end of the 
year. 


Acceptance has also been good at the 


station Sublette manages. Previously av- 
eraging 1,200 gallons a day of regular 
gasoline sales, he has averaged 400 gal- 
lons a day of the new Amoco since last 
week, and 900 gallons of regular. 


"It's a step in the right direction," said 


Sublette. "People are asking about lead- 


free gas because they are 
concerned 


about pollution. 


"IN SOME OTHER states only non- 


leaded gas can be sold," he continued. 
"A law of this kind will probably be 
passed for Illinois in the next few years. 
By 1975, no new car will be able to use 
anything but a non-leaded gasoline." 


New pumps and tanks are required to 


sell the lead-free gasoline so the majority 
of Standard stations do not yet offer it. 
But Standard is picking up clientele by 
making the lead-free gas available be- 
fore it is actually required by law. 


There are fringe benefits of using the 


anti-pollution gasoline. Spark plugs won't 
need to be changed as often, because 
there will be no lead build up. Muflfers 
and tailpipes should also last longer. "As 
a matter of fact, if leaded gas is used in 
the 1972 cars, the muffler will have to be 
replaced in about six weeks," said Sub- 
lette, because mufflers will be rede- 
signed.

Chicken wire, wood and toilet paper 


were piled in one corner of Mrs. Delores 
Becker's garage. 


The boxes of paper for stuffing the an- 


niversary float about to be built were 
now. but the chicken wire was in odds 
nnd ends of pieces and the wood had nail 
holes from previous years. 


The Rolling Meadows Junior Women's 


Club was ready to begin building its 13th 
float for the anniversary Memorial Day 
parade. 


The float theme had come in a brain 


storming session earlier in the week. A 
jewel box carrying a crystal for the 15th 
anniversary would be built from the pile 
in the corner and "Gem of a City" would 
br spray-painted on the stuffed skirts 
once the structure was complete. 


A borrowed haywagon became the 


base and a borrowed car would pull the 


float through the city in the parade. 


THE MAIN TASK, once the men built 


the frame, was stuffing the chicken wire 
with a couple hundred rolls of white toi- 
let paper. 


Float stuffers from past years each 


had their own system for stuffing every 
hole in the chicken wire with paper. 
Some simply unwound the roll in one 
long stream as they gathered and pushed 
it into the wire Others broke off pieces 
several feet long and crumped them into 
the holes. 


Despite the method for stuffing, it took 


the club a week of daily and evening ses- 
sions to completely cover the 12-foot high 
jewel box. As the last hours before the 
parade came near, ladders appeared so 
stuffers could reach the high places and 
screw drivers were used to stuff the 
chicken wire where it met the wood 
frame. 


After a section was stuffed, husbands 


with spray guns painted the float blue, 
gold and black. Last minute stuffers 
completed the crystal gem, stuffed with 
plastic and covered with glitter. 


ONCE THE FLOAT was outside and on 


its way to the parade assembly area, the 
women watched anxiously to see if the 
stuffing would unravel. As the float sat 
in the parking lot waiting to move out 
with the parade, club members were 
climbing over it poking pieces of paper 
back in. 


For two hours the "Gem of a City" 


moved through the city, admired by the 
parade watchers along the route. After 
the parade, a demolition crew took the 
float apart, saving the chicken wire and 
wood. It would be piled in someone's ga- 
rage for another year until the club de- 
cides how to put it together as another 
anniversary float.

gourmet cooking group He has several 
specialties of his own. one of them an 
outstanding Scottish shortbread made by 
a secret family recipe 


Having a husband who is appreciative 


of good food is a real incentive for me 
Barbara says ' He knows the work in- 
volved in preparing interesting dishes 
he s able to savor delicate flavors and 
really enjoys fine food ' 


HOWEVER. THEY seldom share cook- 


ing chores because each prefers to be in 
the kitchen all alone 


"When Dave wants to cook I stay 


out' Barbara laughs, "and when I m 
cooking he leaves me alone ' 


Among the many recipes that Barbara 


favors are two that make ideal spring 
and summer luncheon fare 


One is a Shrimp Mold that combines a 


variety of tasty ingredients 
Tomato 


soup 
cream cheese and mayonnaise 


form the base, with unflavored gelatine 
as the congealing agent In addition to 
the shrimp, green pepper cucumber 
celery and onion add texture and zest 
Barbara makes this in a ring mold but 
two small fish molds may be used 


"This is quite rich and hearty so few 


accompaniments are needed ' she com- 
ments She serves the salad with relishes 
and hot rolls 


BARBARA HAS FOtND that a lemon- 


flavored dessert is especially appealing 
following the shrimp salad One of her 
favorites is Lemon Bars, easy to make 
and delicious to taste A rich pastry 
crust is partially baked first, then cov- 
ered with a lemon custard filling and re- 


turned to the oven for an additional bak- 
ing period 
Sprinkled with powdered 


sugar while warm, it is cut in squares or 
bars to serve 


'The filling is soft yet firm and has 


quite a tart flavor " Barbara comments 


ANOTHER OF THIS good cook's spe- 


cialties is a delightful Hot Fruit Casse- 
role that she always makes at holiday 
time but finds use for in the summer 
months as well It consists of a variety of 
fruits combined with a sherry-flavored 
sauce Advance preparation enhances its 
flavor and the casserole is baked before 
serv ing 


"If the fruit has been well drained the 


sauce will thicken ' Barbara explains 
' and should hold together nicely when 
spooned onto dinner plates " 


For holiday entertaining she 
has 


served this for buffets with ham, turkey 
and a variety of salads 
The recipe 


makes almost two quarts, and is ideal 
for a large crowd During the summer 
months she recommends the Hot Fruit 
Casserole as a side dish for roast pork or 
chicken barbecued on the grill Any left- 
overs w ill keep nicely for several days 


SHRIMP MOLD 


2 envelopes unflavored gelatine 
11 cup cold water 
1 can tomato soup heated 
•) small or 1 large package 
cream 


cheese 
1 cup Miracle Whip salad dressing 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 


11 cup green pepper diced 
11 cup cucumber, diced 
1 cup celery, diced fine 
Grated onion to taste (about v\ cup) 
2 cups cooked shrimp cut in bite-size 
pieces 
Soften gelatine in cold water Add to 


heated soup Stir in cream cheese until 
well blended Cool 


Then add remaining ingredients and 


turn into a Hs-quart ring mold or 2 small 
fish molds Refrigerate until firm Un- 
mold and serve on lettuce Serves 10 to 
12 


LEMON BARS 


1 cup butter or margarine 
2 cups flour 
11 cup unsifted confectioners suger 
4 eggs 
2 cups sugar 
6 tablespoons lemon juice 
11 cup flour 
1 ^ teaspoon baking powder 


Cut margarine into the 2 cups flour 


and confectioners sugar until mixture is 
crumbly Press into a 9 by 13 by 2-inch 
pan Bake at 350 degrees for 20 to 25 
minutes until lightly browned 


Meanwhile, beat eggs, gradually add- 


ing sugar until mixture is fluffy and 
light yellow in color Blend in lemon 


juice and the V\ cup flour and baking 
powder which have been sifted together 


Pour over hot baked crust and bake at 


350 degrees for an additional 20 to 25 
minutes until set m center 


Sprinkle with sifted confectioners sug- 


ar while warm Cool Cut in squares or 
bars to serve Yield 2 to 3 dozen 


HOT FRUIT CASSEROLE 


1 medium-size can sliced pineapple 
1 medium-size can peach halves 
1 medium-size can pear halves 
1 medium-size can apricot halves 
' jar apple i ings 
1 stick ('A pound) butter 
2 tablespoons flour 


Vs cup brown sugar 
1 cup sherry wine 
Drain all fruit thoroughly Cut pine- 


apple slices, peaches and pears m half. 
Arrange fruit in alternate layers in large 
casserole 


In a double boiler melt butter Blend 


in flour, sugar and sherry Cook until 
smooth and thick Pour over fruit Cover 
and let stand in refrigerator overnight 


Before serving, heat, covered, in 350- 


degree oven until hot and bubbly, 20 to 25 
minutes Serves 12 to 14

Tips For The Newlyweds 


How To Go Meat Shopping for Two 


by JEANNE LESEM 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Perhaps nothing 


m the food budget throws a bride into a 
tizzy faster than what to choose from the 
meat counter Filet mignon every night 
sounds wonderful but plays havoc with 
the budget 


Solution learn how to buy by the ads, 


and you can have a steak-chop-roast 
menu on a stew and ground beef budget 


Guidelines set down by the American 


Meat Institute enable newlyweds and 
other two-member households to benefit 
from a shopping method based on adver- 
tised specials of larger cuts such as 
roasts, whole and half hams and legs of 
lamb 


IF A PORK LOIN roast is sale-priced 


but too large to make a single meal, ask 
the meat man to cut chops from half of 
it This leaves you with a one-meal roast 
and fresh chops for a second meal in- 
stead of cooked leftovers 


If you buy the untrimmed half of a 


port loin, you can get a third fresh meat 
meal by asking the meat man to saw 
through the ribs high enough to leave a 
one-inch layer of meat on the backbones 
The backbones, chopped by the meat 
man into serving size pieces, can be bar- 
becued or cooked with sauerkraut 


Not all such economics require the co- 


operation of your meat dealer You don't 
need a meat saw to divide a whole fresh 
pork shoulder 
butt, which generally 


weighs five to seven pounds and is near- 
ly boneless, into the basis for three 
meals With a sharp knife, make small 
roast by cutting off the large boneless 
section close to and parallel to the round 
bone 


SLICE %-INCH thick pork steaks from 


the boneless section and cut the remain- 
ing boneless part into cubes of even size 
for stew. 


Use the cubes and steaks first — the 


smaller a cut of meat, the shorter its 
safe storage time even at refrigerator 


temperature The recommended refrig- 
erator storage for fhops and steaks is 
two to three days for a stew and ground 
meats and variety meats, two days 
Roasts can be kept slightly longer than 
steaks and chops Smoked hams and ba- 
cons should be used within a week 


A thick cut round bone chuck roast 


also qualifies for do-it-yourself cutting 
With a sharp knife, cut a boneless piece 
of meat from the round end of the roast 
and cube it fot stew Cut a boneless piece 
of the opposite end to use for swiss steak 
and reserve the bone in center section 
for a one meal pot roast 


THREE OTHER LARGE cuts to divide 


economically are a rib roast, a leg of 
lamb and a shank half of ham 
For 


these you'll need either a meat saw or 
your meat man's tools If the short ribs 
haven't been removed from the rib roast, 
h a v e 
them 
sawed 
into individual 


servings With a large enough roast, you 
also can have one or two steaks cut off 
and still have a piece large enough for 
roasting 


Any size leg of lamb can be pre-cut 


into meat for three meals, but a large 
one weighing 7 to 9 pounds is an especial- 
ly'good buy Have steaks cut from the 
thick, loin end a roast from the easy-to- 
carve center section and leave the shank 
end whole 


The shank can be roasted or the meat 


cubed by you at home for use for shish 
kabob, stew or curry Don't cube it until 
you're ready to cook it — the whole piece 
keeps better than a lot of small ones 


SHANK END OF ham generally is low- 


er priced to begin with than the butt half 
It's also more versatile because it can be 
divided into four meals Have a large 
enough portion of the shank sawed off 
for use m a boiled dinner or split pea 
soup 


At home cut off a large boneless sec- 


tion parallel to the round bone in the re- 
mainder The bone-in section makes a 


small roast Thick slices cut from the 
larger end of the boneless section be 
come steaks for pan frying or broiling, 


and thinner slices or cubes cut from the 
smallei end are good in scalloped po 
tatoes 01 other casserole dishes

Unless market conditions in youi area 


are much different from mine, veal is a 
rare item at the meat counter I hear the 
report of livestock shipments into the 
Chicago yards each day and generally 
it's "Calves — none " 


What's disturbing is that many veal 


recipes are longtime favorites of mine, 
so I've cast about to find a substitute 
which will yield the same delicate fla- 
vors 


Best answer yet is to use boned chick 


en breasts You'll need one good-sized 
breast for each person 
With a sharp 


knife, skin and bone the chicken and put 
onto a cutting board If you have small 
pieces, assemble them into a serving 
portion 


WITH A MALLET, puund chicken until 


pieces are about I'S to 17i inch in thick- 
ness Assuming you're serving 4, com 
bine ]4 cup flour with salt and pepper 
and dredge the chicken pieces 


Put 3 tablespoons shortening (or olive 


oil if v ou prefei) m a skillet Heat, then 
brcvvn the chicken pieces on both sides 
In a separate skillet saute in buttet 1 
sliced green pepper and 1 cup sliced 
fresh mushrooms until lightly browned 
Add to browned chicken pieces along 
with 2 teaspoons lemon juice and 1 cup 
white wine 


Cover and simmer for 3 to 5 minutes 


Do not allow to boil You'll never have 
a more tasty "veal" scallopim

The real "sweets" are the petits fours 


on a pedestal plate that look too good to 
eat but are irresistible as a rich dessert

THE FROSTED sandwiches dre three- 


layered — with alternating slices of 
white and brown bread, crusts removed 


— and filled with a mild chicken salad 
The cake-like cream cheese frosting is 
applied and garnished Make tart stems 
from pickles and flowers from circlets of 
pimiento-stuffed olives, surrounded by 
olive chip petals 


Sandwich loaves are a popular menu 


for showers and other fancy parties 
There are many variations which can 
also be used in making these frosted 
sandwiches similar to the loaves Tuna, 
egg, ham and any other of your favorite 
salad mixtures for sandwiches can oe 
used m any number of layers 


For the frosting, soften one 8-ounce 
package of cream cheese Add one half 
cup American bleu cheese (about 3 
ounces crumbled) and a scant one-fourth 
cup milk Beat well until fluffy

Let Leg Mucsles 
Do Heavy Work 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. (UPI) —To 


avoid strain, pain and fatigue while 
doing household chores, let your leg mus- 
cles do the work for you, says Marguer- 
ite Clifton, head of Purdue University's 
Department of Physical Education for 
women. 


"A bit of stretching for flexibility is 


good, but when you bend over . . . with 
your knees straight and begin to lift 
things, you're headed for the 'great 
American pain - in - the - lower back," 
she said. Lower back muscles are weak 
and are not designed to do heavy jobs. 


The proper way to lift is to "stoop 


down, lowering weight by bending the 
knees, one foot slightly ahead of the oth- 
er for stability. 


"KEEP THE base of support directly 


under center of gravity and the line of 
gravity through the center base," Mrs. 
Clifton explained. 


This way, the heavy work is being

Rules for Bikers 


by PATRICIA McCOKMACK 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Child wheels off 


down the road, pushing pedals on the 
new bicycle. 


It's got lights, fore and aft, gearshift, 


handbrakes. The color's just what he or- 
dered. He's ecstatic. But the scene quick- 
ly can turn to tragedy if he doesn't carry 
in his head the guidelines for safe cycl- 
ing. 


This year, if past is prologue, an esti- 


mated 800 pedal-pushing Americans — 
most of them boys and girls — will die 
on the bikes. Not paying attention to the 
safety tips figures in many of the fatal 
accidents among 64 million bike riders 
nationwide. 


The safety code, drawn up by accident 


prevention experts at the Bicycle In- 
stitute of America, goes like this: 


—Obey all traffic regulations, lights, 


stop signs, one-way streets. 


-KEEP RIGHT. Ride single file. 


Don't weave in and out. swerve, race or 
stunt in traffic. Never hitch a ride on a 
truck or other vehicle. 


"For night riding be sure to have a 


white light in front and a red light or 
state-approved reflector in rear. Have a 
clear-sounding horn or bell to warn oth- 
ers of your approach. 


—Slow down at all intersections, look 


both ways, then proceed with caution. 


—Always give pedestrians the right of 


way. 


—Watch out for cars pulling into traffic 


or for doors opening. 


—Don't carry passengers. Don't carry 


packages that interfere with your vision 
or control. 


—ALWAYS USE proper hand signals 


for stopping and turning. 


—Have bike inspected twice a year. 
Bicycle safety programs go back many 


years. But until this year, they were con- 
ducted primarily by civic or service or- 
ganizations, such as the Jaycees, Optim- 
ists, or the Veterans of Foreign Wars as 
club projects, or by individual teachers. 


Now, 
bike safety projects are being in- 


corporated into the statewide educational 
programs of a growing number of states.

Carpet Shock 
More Common 


BURLINGTON, Vt. (UPI) - It's a 


shock — literally — to walk into some 
homes. 


The jolt, according to home furnishings 


specialist Kay Strassburg of the Univer- 
sity of Vermont Extension Service, 
comes not from any pattern of ulterior 
decoration nor clutter. It comes from the 
carpeting, which gievs off a small shock 
because of static electricity. 


"Judging from the increased use of 


carpeting, which gives olff a small shock 
must be getting more common." 


Static electricity normally flows from 


a person's body into the air but during 
the winter, when homes usually are 
warm and dry, the electricity builds up 
in the body. Touching a conductor, such 
as a doorknob or something else metal, 
releases the shock. 


A HUMIDIFIER is one solution to the 


problem during the winter, Mrs. Strass- 
burg says. In the summer, when the air 
is more humid, there normally isn't 
much of a problem. 


Commercial sprays can take the shock 


out of carpets. Start with a light spray- 
ing and test it by scuffing on the run and 
touching something metal. If jolted, 
spray lightly again. 


Some rugs are shockproofed before 


being sold, she says, but if shocks contin- 
ue, check with a professional carpeter.

and selection of winners; second, con- 
traction of prototypes; and third, the ac- 
tual building of the systems according to 
public demand. 


"It's a great example of free enter- 


prise," stated Grill. "Those with the best 
systems will get the business. There are 
about 200 corporations involved in the 22 
finalist groups, with a lot of financial 
muscle. When we see the reaction to our 
prototypes, we will develop our plans." 


THE OPERATION Breakthrough pro- 


gram for meeting the mass housing 
needs of the 70's is described by HUD 
Secretary George Romney as a "catalyst 
that has shifted the focus of the industry 
from conventional stick construction to 
volume construction." 


Dispelling visions of many urban re- 


newal projects which displace large 
numbers of people and put an unim- 
aginative face on sections of the inner 
city, Grill said the Keene Consortium has 
other plans. "We're interested in having 
a local partner wherever the system is 
used," he stated. 


"The Townland system evolves around 


the creation of space," commented Grill. 
"This type of structure could be built 
over a tarin station, parking lot or exist- 
ing building of up to three stories. Resi- 
dents will not have to move from the 
area during construction, because the 
system is built over existing structures, 
and when it is completed, the older build- 
ings are demolished, if necessary." Cer- 
tain densly populated suburban areas 
could benefit from this system, Grill 
noted. 


"IT IS UNIQUE because of its flexibil- 


ity," continued Grill. "Developers could 
put in apartments, 
townhouses, vast 


pocket parks, even penthouses. It has the 
potential of being a self-contained com- 
munity with shops on the lower levels 
and dwellings above." 


Grill sees the Townland system as 


adaptable in several ways. "Using basic 
materials and technology, with concrete 
framing and lightweight metal cores, we 
can adapt to the technology of the future, 
which could include such developments 
as slide in living units. 


"The system lends itself to the self- 


help type of project, according to the 
needs of the community, where we would 
provide the supervision only," Grill said. 


"Housing for low, middle and high in- 
come families can be used. 


"This housing can go up in units of 


three floors, he said, varying from 3 to 15 
stories. The key is to open up the land 
around the building." 


"THE MARKET for this kind of hous- 


ing looks promising," according to Grill, 
reporting that his group has already re- 
ceived over 500 requests for information 
on the Townland system from all over 
the world. The system will not be sub- 
mitted to developers until the prototypes 
are built by early next year with full ef- 
fects to be felt in 1972. 


Involvement 
in 
Operation 
Break- 


through came as a result of 3H's overall 
concept of being part of the shelter in- 
dustry, rather than builders of one type 
of housing, according to Grill. Designers 
and creators of housing units, planned 
communities, shopping centers and high 
rise buildings. 3H has built with this 
philosophy since it was started in 1962 by 
Grill and Ronald Benach, now 3H presi- 
dent. 3H became publicly owned in 1969. 


"Our original concept, has been that of 


a professional business," stated Grill. 
"Of our organization of 100 people nearly 
all are managers. We sub-contract the 
work since it's a full time job to bring 
together all the skills, as will be used in 
the Townland project." 


INNOVATION IS not new to 3H. "Since 


our inception we have been pioneers in 
component building," Grill said. "We've 
used prefabricated floor systems, and 
wall systems up to 40 feet long. Using 
components can enable us to erect 
homes through the winter months.'' 


The name 3H was retained after the 


completion of the firm's first devel- 
opment, Hanover Highlands Homes, 
noted Grill. A resident of Evanston, he is 
a graduate of the University of Michigan 
in light construction engineering. 


Grill is a director of the Home Builders 


Association of Chicagoland and 
has 


served for the past two years as chair- 
man of the Jewish United Fund home 
builders section of the buildings and 
trades division. 


Looking toward the 70's, Grill said, 


"It's hard to say what type of housing 
will be the most popular. We olan to 
build all types, so we'll be in a position 
to take advantage of any of these 
trends."

genet al or the suburban home buyer in 
particular 


"This type of interest charge is deduc- 


tible simply because it is interest, just as 
is interest paid by purchasers of automo- 
biles who buy them on credit, or of tele- 
vision srts 
It works exactly the same 


within the central city as it does in the 
subui bs 


"The same is true of the deducibility 


of local tax payments They arc deduc- 
tible not because they are taxes on 
homes but because they are local taxes 
and aie deductible just as aie local sales 
taxes income taxes gasoline taxes, or 
other local taxes ' he continued ' Again 
tlv pioteduie is the same whether the 
taxpayer lives on a farm in a suburb, or 
in the heai t ot n large city

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'Antiseptic' Housing Trend Attitude Hit 


"I've got mine and the hell with you." 
That is how Rolling Meadows devel- 


oper Albert Riley characterized the typi- 
cal suburb reacting to plans for a devel- 
opment containing anything other than 
single-family homes. 


It is a cynical attitude, on the part of 


municipal government, Riley said, in 
which a single family home is acceptable 
and "anything else is foreign and not ac- 
ceptable." 


Riley, chairman of The Institute of En- 


vironmental Design created by the Na- 
tional Association of Home Builders, 
spoke about housing trends at Tuesday 
night's meeting of the Palatine Plan 
Commission. 


Riley accused cities and villages of 


doing a "mediocre" job of planning com- 
m u n i ties. What has happened, he 
claimed, is that local officials have 
"created an antiseptic quality" in sur- 
burban communities. 


BUT THERE are some interesting and 


"disquieting" trends that may change 
this, he said. 


Foremost among those trends, he said, 


is the change in the age mix of the popu- 
lation. The largest change will be the 
growth of the young adult population. 


Between 1968 and 1980, he said, the 


population between the ages of 20 to M 
will grow by 18.3 million people or 46 per 
cent. 


The young middle age group, con- 


sisting of those aged 35 to 49 will grow 
about one per cent or for all practical 
purposes will remain static, This is the 
group that housing in the suburbs has so 
far taken care of. 


THE AGE GROUP from 50 to 64, he 


said, will grow 13 per cent in that per- 
iod and the group of those 65 and over 
will grow 22 per cent. 


Riley characterized the growth of the 


young adult population as "a tremendous 
increase" and that of the older middle 
age group as a "substantial" increase. 


"The housing needs" for these two 


groups, he declared, has not registered 
on the builders. 


Out of this population growth, he pre- 


dicted a confrontation between the young 
and the old and the affluent and "the not 
so affluent." 


Because of increasing 
construction 


costs, he said, "a large number of people 
have been frozen out of the housing mar- 
ket." These include the young, the elder- 
ly, and the poor who he characterized as 
not the destitute but "the acceptable 
middle income people, who can't afford" 
housing. 


RILEY PREDICTED suburban cora- 


munties will see the movement of the 
federal government into the housing situ- 
ation with "a committment to house ev- 
erybody." 


Suits brought by the National Com- 


mittee against Discrimination of Hous- 


ing, have resulted in large lot zoning ex- 
cluding apartments being declared ille- 
gal as "exclusionary and biased," he 
said. 


The only vacant land for housing, he 


said, is in the suburbs and there will be 
fewer, single family dwellings built and 
more multi-family dwellings. 


The market is going to change, he pre- 


dicted and developers will have to build 
in volume utilizing mechanized construc- 
tion to lower the on site construction 
costs. 


RILEY SAID he felt there would be a 


growth in the use of mobile homes to 
meet housing needs. Regarding mobile 
homes, he said, "a lot of the fears are 
groundless." What is needed, he said, "is 


more factual analysis" so we don't 
shoot at shadows." 


But, he added, he was "scared to death 


of the long term implications," men- 
tioning the possibility that the landscape 
could be Uttered with rusting mobile 
home hulks similar to the way junk cars 
litter the countryside now. 


Riley said the "planned development 


concept" offers a municipality the way 
to do something about insuring a proper 
environment to meet furutre housing 
needs. 


Working with a developer, and elimi- 


nating some of what he called the "arbi- 
traryness" of building codes, should give 
a municipality a "superior project," he 
said.

Water rates for large users of water in 


Rolling Meadows will probably go up 
within a month, once a study by the 
Streets, Alleys and Utilities committee of 
the city council is completed. 


"The cost of producing water has gone 


up," Stephen Eberhard, SAU committee 
chairman, said. "In some instances, 
large users are buying water for less 
than it costs the city to produce it." 


Rolling Meadows has not had a water 


rate change since 1964 when water rates 
were reduced because a sewer depart- 
ment and rates for it were set up. 


"The rate changes will mainly affect 


large users," Eberhard said. "There will 
probably be very little or no affect on 
homeowners." 


In the next two weeks, the water de- 


partment and Benjamin and Lewis and 
Co., the bonding house which holds the 
bonds on the water department, will 
analyze and study costs and rates. 


"THE WATER department is solvent, 


but not solvent enough to the extent of 
developing something like using water 


from L a k e Michigan in the future." 
Eberhard said. 


The study will include a projection of 


rates to cover future expansion of the 
water department. 


Water is billed on a decreasing scale, 


from 63-cents per 1,000 gallons for the 
first 20,000 gallons used, to 35-cents for 
each 1,000 gallons from 100,000 to 200,000. 
and 25-cents for each 1,000 gallons over 
200,000 used in a billing period.

"Cost figures for this year haven't 


been computed yet," James McFeggan.
